Administration Has At Least 
‘I'wo Problems. 


What to Do About the Maine and 
Peace for Cuba or War With 
Spain—Polo Fails to Meet the 
President. 


DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, March 11.—[{Ex«lusive 
Dispatch.] The Tribune's Washing- 
ton special says: 

“Although the report of the naval 
board of inquiry chosen to investigate 
the causes of the disaster to the Maine, 
is expected to reach the city some 
day next week, absolutely no founda- 
tion exists for the statement that the 
board’s conclusions have been for- 
warded in advance to Washinston, or 
have come to the official or unofficial 
knowledge of the President and his ad- 


_visers. Until the report is received and 


duly considered, of course, the ad- 
ministration will not decide on any 
definite plan of action. * 
‘Meanwhile, the multifarious pro- 
grammes invented for the President 
may be dismissed as based on nothing 
more than mere conjecture. It may 
be said the adinistration is prepared 
to meet any state of facts which may 
be disclosed by the board’s report, 


and if any tangible responsibility for } 


the Maine’s loss is fixed on Spain, a 
demand will he made at once for dis- 
avowal and reparation. But no other 
step than diplomatic insistence on in- 
demnification for the loss of the Maine 
is likely to be imade necessary by 
the board of inquiry’s report, and that 
only in case investigation discloses as 
a contributory cause of the disaster 
some distinct and culpable negligence 


on fhe art of the Spanish authorities 


in Havana. 

“The wider problem of restoring 
peace and order in Cuba will prob- 
ably not be dealt with by the Presi- 
dent in connection with the  pro- 
gramme, whatever it may be, to be 
followed as a result of the board of 
inquiry’s findings. Intervention, then, 
though always a political possibility 
under the conditions which rule in the 
devastated island, does not seem to 
be immediate or imminent, and there 
is no urgent reason to think that the 
President, in treating the issues raised 
by the naval board’s report, will de 
part from the sober, delibernute and 
cautious methods which have marked 
his treatment for the year past of the 
delicate and difficult relations between 
the United States end Spain. 

“Secretary Long, when asked regard- 
ing the reiterated - reports that the 
court of inquiry or some of its mem- 
bers had made known to the govern- 
ment the tenor of the report on the ex- 
plosion of the Maine, said that all 
such rumors were untrue. He had ob- 
tained no information whatever bear- 
ing on the report of the court of in- 
quiry or of the cause of the explosion 
from any trustworthy source whatever, 
nor is any expected before the report 
comes, which may be next week. 

“Secretary Alger ‘today referred to 
the Sensational publications in a simi- 
lar strain to the effect that, so far as 
he was concerned, he had no intima- 
tion of what the court’s report would 
be, or of the character of its findings. 
Coming from such authorities, there 
is little ground for placing any reliance 
on the alleged news which appears 
from day to day that the official fore- 
cast of the board’s report has been in 
possession of the administration for 
several days, and that the $50,000,000 
appropriation was induced by .that 
fact.”’ 


THE COMEDY ELEMENT. 


How Polo Failed to Meet the Chief 
Executive. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.]_ 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] A comedy element ap- 
peared today to brighten the aspect of 
the Spanish situation. The orderly pro- 
cession of grave state affairs has been 
broken up by the dinner given tonight 
to Albert, the Belgian Prince, at the 
White House. Because of that dinner, 
Sefior Polo y Bernabe, the, new Spanisa 
Minister, was not formally introduced 


to the President. He was ready, Secre- 


tary Sherman was ready, but the Presi- 
dent had made no arrangements to give 
Polo a seat at his table. If he had met 
Polo today, official etiquette would have 
demanded that he, too, be included 
with the other diplomets, who were all 
present to meet the Belgian heir pre- 
sumptive. 

Secretary Sherman in his best diplo- 
matic form laid the matter before the 
Spanish gentleman with the sporting 
name. Strangely enough, Polo saw the 
point. He suggested the best way out 
of the matter would be fer him to say 
that he had not yet completed the 
speech he intends to say to the Presi- 
dent. 
“Ha, very. good, very good,” ex- 
claimed Secretary Sherman, laying his 


finger alongside his nose and laugaing |

Permit me to congratulate you upon 
this auspicious beginning of your mis- 
Sion to this country.” 


“A thousand thanks, Your . Most 
Gracious Excellency,” exclaimed Polo, 
bowing very low, “itis nothing. I hope 


to be of much greater service to you 
and your admirable President.” 

And so the excm@se for putting off 
Polo’s reception twas -concocted and 
given for publication. Journalists who 
have been unleaShing the dogs of war 
see great possibilities in this matter. 
They cannot see how a little matter 
such as a dinner to a Prince could jn- 
terrupt and postpone the reéstablish- 
ment of diplomatic relations between 
the two countries in the customary 
channels éven for twenty-four hours. 
But the story seems devoid even of 
diplomatic prevarication. 

One of the stories resulting from this 
clashing of social and diplomatic duties 
is that Polo wanted to say something 
in his speech to the President about 
the strained relations, but Polo knows. 
more than such a statement gives him 
credit for. He has had diplomatic ex- 
perience here as well as in Europe. 

The most significant fact in the ‘war’ 


situation today is the statement by 
Judge Hilborn of the Naval Affairs 


Commitee that it‘is the understanding 
he got from the White House that no 
warships will be bought in Europe. The 
chief object from the first has been to 
get options on them so as to keep them 
out of the hands of Spain. As stated 
several days ago, directions were sent 
tothe naval attachés who were conduct- 
ing the negotiations to set the options 
made for ninety days. From those 
directions, it is a fair interpretation 
that the administration expects either 
war or a peaceful solution of the whole 
matter before the expiration of that 
time, June 10. If it is war, the ships 
will remain where they are, or some 
country will have to face the condition 
that confronted England at the close 
of the civil war—that of having to pay 
damages or fight because of having 
violated the neutrality laws in having 
sold war vessels while pretending to be 
neutral. If it is peace, the United 
States will not have need of them, and 
Spain will probably be in the same con- 
dition. 
A FLOATING RUMOR. 
FASSOCTIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—The 
statement was persistently circulated 
this afternoon, and in some cases the 
report come from those whose sources 
of information should be reliable, that 
the administration was in possession 
of intimations or information that the 
result of the investigations of the court 
the» cause of the 


plosion which destroyed the battleship 
came from some external cause. A 
Cabinet officer was even quoted as 
making this announcement, and an- 
other report had it ithat the stenog- 
rapher’s notes of fpauiry were before 
Secretary Long. Wien the matter was 
brought to the attention of Mr-’ Lone 
he pronounced the staitements as false 
in every particular. 

“There is not a word of truth in 
them,” he said. “No word has been 
received by the President or any one 
else as to what the board of inquiry 
will determine. The rumor was float- 
ing about all afternoon, butt it is ut 
terly without foundation.” 


SPANISH COURT’S FINDINGS. 


Authentic Stutement Setting Aside 
the External Fxplosion Theory. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 
HAVANA, March 11.—[By Key West 
Cable.] Today Capt. Peral, chairman 
of the Spanish naval court of inquiry 
into the cause of the Maine disaster, 
granted an interview to the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press, when 
he authorized him to say it was the 
first and only interview he had given 
any newspaper on the subject of the 
inquiry. With him in the naval court 
is Lieut. Salas. He has power ta call 
in for consultation any army or navy 
engineer or expert in explosives or ma- 
rine building, and he has twice called 

in such. Capt. Peral said: 

“Our divers are hard at work ex- 
amining the hull of the Maine. 
difficulty is experienced, owing to the 
deep mud in which the Maine is buried 
and the condition of the wreck for- 
ward of amidships. The whole forward 
part of the ship is a mass of iron and 
steel debris. We have hoisted up much 
of it, but in the mud it is not always 
possible to tell what parts of the ship, 
armor, decks, beams or stanchions are 
found, the explosion so changed their 
position. We think we have located 
the ram or prow, but not in the posi- 
tion supposed. The forward turret, 
mounting two large guns, was blown 
clear off the hull into the water on 
the starboard. We shall continue our 
work and try to examine the hull for- 
ward down to the keel. It is prob-' 
able that we may propose to the Amer- 
ican authorities to raise the hull by 
means of the floating hull, brought 
from England and now in Havana 
Harbor. 

“We cannot believe there was an ex- 
ternal explosion of a torpedo, for the 
following reasons, 

“A torpedo, following the line of 
least resistance, must have vDiown a 
great hole in’the mud at the bottom 
ef the harbor. No such. hole Was 
found. A torpedo must have tbrewn 
2 large mass of water into the air, 
if expleded at a depth of only twenty- 
five feet or so, or at least have pro- 
duced wave reaching other 
ships and the shore of the harbor. We 
have examined every, one gship- 
board, on shore, who saw the €x- 
plosion, but no one can be found who 
remarked any upheaval-of the water 
or a big wave. A torpedo explosion 
always kills fish in the vicinity. No 
fish were killed by the Maine disas- 
ter, as fishermen who have known 
this harbor for many years, testify. 

“To produce the effects noted in vthe 
wreck, a torpedo would have hed to 
be of encrmous size, fully 159 or 200 
kilos. I am therefcre of the opinion 
that the explosion cccurred within the 
ship. I know, and respect Capt. Sigs- 
bee, and I believe the American regu- 


lations affecting naval conduct, which 
1 have read and found admirable, 
were carefully observed. But some 


things which cannot be foreseen are 
bound to happen in any navy. I have 
been reading of the explosion in the 
English ship Doltra, which the English 
believe was caused by chemical com- 
bustion in the paint used for’ quick- 
drying. I have eilso read an English 
account of shells tnat were found

WASHINGTON, March 11.—Sefior 
Luis Pold v Bernabe, the new Spanish 
Minister, was seen at the Spanish ‘Le- 
gation teday by an Associated Press 
reporter, and for the first time since 
his arrival he consented to speak con- 
cerning Spanish affairs. Speaking of 
the present policy of Spain in giving 
autonomy to Cuba, the Minister sald: 
“The government has granted au- 
tonomy on the broadest and most lib- 
eral lines. It is designed to give to 
the Cuban people the complete direc- 
tion of their internal affairs, thus 
gratifying the honorable ambitions of 
the Cubans, while at the same time 
maintaining the historic allegiance of 
Cuba as a. colony of Spain. «The au- 
tonomist Cabinet is organized, and in 
its hands is the direction of the do- 
mestic affairs of the island, yending 
the meeting of the Cuban Parlia- 
ment. The dates for the Parliamentary 
elections and for the assembling of 
the Senate and House have been 
fixed, as Sefior Moret, Minister of 
Colonies, told me just as I was about 
to start that the decree fixing the date 
of the election in Cuba was about to 
be signed. With the elections heid, 
Cuba will have for the first time a 
Parliament of her own, capable of 
dealing with all her domestic affairs. 
Thus a complete plan of local govern- 
ment will be in operation, with an exec- 
utive 
branch. 
“The naming of Cuban delegates to

come to Washington and arrange a 
commercial treaty shows how fully 
the nlan of autonomy grants to the 
Cubans control of their own affairs 
These 


delegates would have in thetr 
own herds the making of this tariff 
arrangement, and without’ them I 
could do nothing.

PROJECTS FOR SETTLEMENT. 


Old Proposition to Make Cuba Like 
Canada Finds Favor. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, March 11.—Projects 
for the settlement of the Cuban ques- 
tion are numerous, but most of them 
are regarded in official circles as un- 
worthy of serious consideration. One 
plan, however, which has been pre- 
sented to the President, has received 
the approval in a general way of lead- 
ing men whose counsels have weight 
with the administration, and there is 
reason to believe it is the subject of 
studious reflection in the Cabinet. The 
proposed plan gives to Cuba all the 
rights, privileges and immunities en- 
joyed by Canada, Spain reserving to 
herself only such rights as England 
exercises over her colonies. The state- 
ment as presented to the administra- 

tion is as follows: 
“Constantly-recurring untoward in- 
cidents in the relations of Spain and 
this country and the overwhelming 
evidence of a shocking condition of af- 
fairs in Cuba, which of themselves 
justify some interference, have brought 
the country to a state of feeling which, 
while*most anxious for peace, demands 


such a speedy action as will bring the 
whole affair to a close. Can we bring 
it to a close and avoid the clash with 
Spain?. But one way seems to be open. 

“Tf we insist upon immediate Cuban 
independence we must back the_de- 
mand by force, for neither Spain nor

WASHINGTON, March 11.—Hoping 
for the besxandfroepe2red for the worst 
about represeWt® the situation in the 
War and Navy Departments ~ these 
days. The officials still profess confi- 
dence that there is to he a peaceful 
outcome of the present threatening dif- 
ficulties, but mean while prepare with 
serenity to meet their duty, if events 
do shape themsélves otherwise. 

The most important and significant 
developments of the day were the de- 
cision of the 
to place in the Naval Appropriation 
Bill a provision for three new battle- 
ships, and a conclusion on the part of 
the Secretary of War to issue tomor- 
row morning an crder creating a new 
military department, including within 
its confines that part of the country 
which would be iffffall likelinced near- 
est the field of hostilities in case it 
should come to that. The order will 
cause a commotion in the South. The 
present department cf Texas is abol- 
ished, and the headquarters, which 
Fave been at San Antonio, Tex., for so 
many years, are ahandoned. 

In place of the. old department is cre- 
ated a new one, the Department of 
the South. Gen. Graham, at present 
the commander of the Department of 
Texas, will command the new depart- 
ment. This department will include the 
States of South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisi- 
ana and Texas. All of these States save 
the last are at.present attached to the 
Department of the East, under com- 
mand of Gen. Merritt of New York. It 
is said at the department that Gen. 
Merritt is fully compensated for the 
strength of the command which passes 
away from him by the addition to dis 
forces of the two regiments of artil- 
lery now recruiting. Headquarters of 
the new Department of the South will 
be at Atlanta, chosen because: of its 
fine strategetical view and from its ex- 
cellent railroad connections. pres- 
ent the government has no accommoda- 
tions in Atlanta for the headquarters 
of the department, so it will be cbliged 
to Sire the most available buildings. 

Gen. Wilson, chicf of engineers, who 
has been in Florida, is expected back 
tomcrrow to report to Secretary Alger 
‘upen the progress of the fortification 
work in that section of the country, 
and probably especially as to the de- 
fense of Tortugas. 

For the first time teday the officials 
of the War Department admitted that 
they were straining cvery nerve to im- 
prove that part of the defenses of the 
country confined to their eare. It ig 
without questicn the . most unusual 
mark of confidence in an executive 
officer to empower him to give orders 
without limit on the purchase of war 
material, yet this is what the President 
and Secretary Alger >ave done in the 
case of Gon. Flagler, chief of ordnance, 
and the officer has net shown any dis- 
position to shirk this large responsi- 
bility, but hes instructed every con- 
eern capable of supplying war mater- 
ials, such as rapid-fire guns, shot, shell 
and ammunition, to go to work at ful] 
capacity. 

The Navy Department has now rea- 
son to be’eve that it has secured the 
two warshirs, the Amazonas and her 
sister ship row building in England 
for Brazil. It was stated at the 

abinet meeting tcday by Secretary 
that the naval attaché, Lieut, 
aldwell, had almost completed the 
negotiations for the sale. So far, howe. 
ever, final notification from him— that 
his offer has been accepted has not 
yet reached the Navy -Department. 

The day passed again without word 
from the court of inquiry, according 
to the statement of Secretary Long, 
who says that he has received noth- 
ing whatever from the court itself or 
Judge Advecate Marix. The Secre- 
tory has determined that there shall 
be no wasteful extravagance in hig 
jepartment in the expenditure of the 
funds so generously previded by Con- 
zress, and to this end he has ads 
‘'ressed the following letter to the 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy, and 
the commandant of the marine corps, 
ond to each bureau chief of the -Navy 


Department: 


“Sir: Under the emergency appro- 
priation of $50,000,000 made Wednes- 
lay, you will increase no expense or 
liability. except after written state- 
ments and estimates made by you and 
approved by the President and Secre- 
tery, all in writing. A special record 
must be kept of every such requisi- 
tion. If any such liability or  ex- 
pense has been incurred by you by 
oral direction, make such written 
statement and estimate and submit 
it at once for such appreval. 

“By order of the President, 

“Very respectiully, 
[Signed] “JOHN D. LONG, 
“Secretary.” 

In anticipation of a rupture be 
tween the United States and Spain, 
many naval officers on the retired hst 
have notified the Secretary of the 
Navy of their willingness and readiness 
to perform any duty in the line of 
their profession that he may deem 
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suitable for them. There seems td be 
considerable misapprehension on _the 
part of the general public as to the 
availibilty of officers on the retired 
list for active duty in times of war. 
Section 1462 of the Revised Statutes, 
bearing on this subject, provides as 
follows: ‘No officer on the retired list 
of the navy shall be employed in ac- 
tive duty except in time of war.” Un- 
der this section it is apparent that if 
war should break out, all officers on 
the retired jist competent to serve 
will be subject to the orders of the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

Another statute bearing on this sub- 
ject, contained in sections 14638 and 
1464, is as follows: 

“In time of war the President, by 
and with the advice and consent -of 
the Senate, may_detail officers on the 
retired list to the command of squad- 
rons and single ships when he be- 
lieves that the good of the service 
requires that they shall be so placed 
in command. In making: said details, 
the President may select any officer 
not below the grade of commander, 
and assign him to the command of a 
squadron, with the rank and title of 
‘flag officer,’ and any officer so as- 
signed shall have the same authority 
and receive the same obedience from 
the commanders of ships of his squad- 
ron holding commissions of an older 
date that he would be entitled to re- 
ceive if his commission, was the old- 
est.” 

It thus appears that the President 
has power to assign any retired officer 
of the navy to duty during the prog- 
ress of war, but that he can only as- 
sign’ him to thé command of squad- 
rons or ships by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. There are 
many officers on the retired list in the 
full enjoyment of health and mental 
vigor, despite the fact that they are 
now 62 years of age, whose ability and 
experience would undoubtedly be of 
great advantage to the nation in case 
it proved necessary to go to war in the 
defense of its honor and_ dignity. 
Notable among these is Rear Admiral 
John C. Walker, recently retired for 
age, and who is now engaged in spe- 
cial duty as president of the Nicar- 
agua Canal Commission. 


MANNING THE FORTS. 


LOCATIONS OF THE TWO NEW 
ARTILLERY REGIMENTS, 


One Will Go to Fort Slocum, N, Y., 
and One to Fort Henry, Md. 
Troops May Move Within Forty- 
eight Hours — Protecting the 
Capital. 


* [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—Orders 
were issued at the War Department. 
today for manning the. newly-estab- 
lished fortifications along the Atlantic 
and gulf coasts. They include the 
organization of the new artillery regi- 
ments, Nos. 6.and 7, authorized by a 
recent act of Congress. The Sixth 
Regiment will have its headquarters 
at Fort Slocum, N. Y., and the Seyv- 
enth at Fort Henry, Md. The location 
of these two regiments at the points 
indicated will necessitate the transfer 
of the artillerymen now occupying 
those garrisons to other places. Bat- 
teries B and C of the Fifth Artillery 
are at Fort Slocum, and Batteries D 
and E are at Fort Henry. In. organ- 
izing the new regiments, six men will 
be taken from each of the batteries 
now in service, so that each of the 
new batteries will have at least fifteen 
experienced artillerymen. 

The orders for the manning of the 
artillery demand the utmost prompt- 
ness in their execution, and it is ex- 
pected that the movements of the 
troops to the various places assigned 
them will begin within the next forty- 
eight hours. 

The new fortifications on Long 
Island Head and at the. entrance to 
the harbor, will be guarded by a bat- 
tery of the Second Artillery, now at 


Fort Adams,:S, I. 


For the operation of the guns. on 
Sandy Hook, two batteries now at 
Fort Slocum, one now at Fort Hamil- 
ton, and one at Fort Wadsworth, will 
be utilized. It is expected that the 
Sandy Hook garrison will be estab- 
lished at once. The garrison head- 
quarters band, and one battery of the 
First Artillery, stationed at St. Fran- 
cis Barracks, St. Augustine, Fla., will 
be transferred to duty at Sullivan's 
Island. 

Fort Monroe, Va., is probably the 
strongest and best-equipped station on 
the Atlantic coast, and the garrison 
there will be called upon to man other 
fortifications, but not to an extent 
that would weaken its own efficiency. 
One battery of the First Artillery at 
Fort Monroe will be transferred to 
Fort Morgan. Ala., which, in conjunc- 
tion with fort, gains command at 
the entrance to Mobile Bay. . 

For the better protection of the na- 
tional capital, one battery of the 
Fourth Artillery at Fort Monroe has 
been ordered to Sheridan Point, Va. 
This fort is nearly opposite Fort 
Washington, and in connection with 
it, commands the appfoach to Wash 
ington by water. 

The batteries of the Fourth Artillery 
stationed at Fort McHenry, Baltimore, 
will be distributed between Fort 
Delaware and Fort Mott, providing for 
the protection of Philadelphia, Tren- 
ton, Camden, and other cities in that 
vicinity. 

Fort St Philip, on the Mississippi 
River, just below New Orleans, will 
be garrisoned by a battery of the 
First Artillery now at Jackson Bar- 
racks, New Orleans. The other bat- 
tery. at Jackson Barracks, has been 
assigned to duty at Fort Point, Gal- 
veston. 

Arrangements have been made by 
the chief signal officer of the army 
by authority of the Secretary of War, 
to establish immediate telegraphic and 
telephonic communications between all 
the new stations on the coast to which 
troops have hen assigned. 

NEGOTIATIONS FOR CRUISERS. 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—Negotia- 
tions are proceeding for the purchase of 
the Brazilian cruiser Amazonas and 
her sister ship, the Barboso, by the 
United States, but so far as the Navy 
Department is advised they have not 
yet been concluded. 

The negotiations for the purchase of 
the two Japanese cruisers now building 
at Philadelphia and San Francisco are 
off, and the presemt indications are 
that no further steps will be taken to- 
ward acquiring the ships. The Japa- 
nese government appears to be even 
more desirous of securing these ships 
than the United States and, owing to 
the delicate character of the aspect of 
affairs between Russia and Japan, it 
is felt that the meeds of Japan are quite 
as urgent as those of this country. 

COLUMBIA AFLOAT AGAIN,

Hundreds of Men Being Added to 
the Working Force—The Phila- 
delphia and Charleston to Be 
Sent to Sea, : 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}3 
VALLEJO, March 11.—Everything is 
stir and bustle at the navy yard. Hun- 
dreds of workmen are being added to 
the usual force to rush the work of pre- 
paring the Charleston, Philadelphia, 
Hartford, Pensacola and Adams for 
service. The Yorktown is awaiting re- 
pairs, but no orders have been re- 
ceived from the Navy Despartment re- 
garding the work to be done on her. 
The Charleston and Philadelphia have 
been ordered completed at once, and 
it is chiefly on their account that so 
many extra employés have been added 
to the pay roll, ‘though the other de- 
partments at the yard are also swell- 
ing their working lists. 

Thursday the construction depart- 
ment sent in requisitions for 150 ex- 
tra men, and today asked for 200 more. 
The regular work of ‘the yard is pro- 
‘ceeding as usual, but night and day 
shifts will be employed on the Charfles- 
ton and Philadelphia. 

The yard is amply prepared to turn 
out fast work, new machinery having 
just been put in, and more is under 
course of construction, which, when 
completed, will double the capacity of 
the shops. A monster boring and turn- 
ing mill is nearing completion, and a 
hydraulic riveting machine will soon 
be in operation. The only trouble likely 
to be experienced in case of emerg- 
ency is that of securing a _ sufficient 
force of workmen. 

The work originally planned to be 
done on the Philadelphia would re- 
quire six months, but under the pres- 
ent urgent call only absolutely neces- 
sary work will be performed, and the 
vessel will be ready for sea in about 
four weeks. The Charleston will be par- 
tially tested next week.

Sullen Feeling at the Montgomery’s

$50,000,000 credit is published without 
comment, Neither the officials nor 
army officers seem to understand its 
meaning. Ceincident with this action, 
Havana commercial houses have news 
further weakening credit, to the effect 
that the Spanish bank in Madrid is 
refusing government bills of exchange 
from Cuba. 

The autonomist, or colonial govern- 
ment, is in a state of collapse. The 
claim that the Cubans who have been 
arrested on charges of conspiracy are 
implicated in dynamite or similar 
plots is false. They are held on polit- 
ical charges.’ No assurance can be 
had that they will have a trial before 
deportation. This is an_ illustration 
of the panicky feeling of the authori- 
ties. The autonomist cabinet is made 
to bear the odium of these arrests. 
Nobody heeds Madrid’s proposals for 
modifying and broadening autonomy, 
or pays any attention to the long 
manifestos issued by the autonomist 
factions in Cuba.

To- 
day the powder, shot and shell will be 
brought from Mare Island to the Ore- 
gon’s anchorage in Mission Bay. Offi- 
cers of the navy comment on the fact 
that the ammunition must be brought 
to the ship because the vessel cannot 
go to the naval station at Mare Island 
to receive supplies, owing to the shallow 
Water in the channel there. Estimates 
are on file in the Navy Department 
showing that the sum of $250,000 would 
renlarge the dock at Mare Island so as 
to accommodate a big battleship and 
deepen the channel, 

It is believed by naval officers that 
the Oregon will remain for a consider- 
able length of time near San Francisco. 
The report that the ship will go to 
China is not credited. 


TORPEDO-BOAT DESTROYERS. 


What This Government Wants More 
Than Anythng Else, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, March 11.—Speaking of 
the possibility of the United States 
obtaining naval vessels abroad, Mr. 
Platt, of Platt & Co., of this city, the 
American representative of John JI. 
Thornycraft \& Co., of Chiswick, Eng., 
one of the largest canstructors of tor- 
pedo boats and torpedo-boat destroyers 
in Great Britain, said: 

“IT have just returned from Wash- 
ington, and I was assured that this 
government ‘desires now, more than 
any Other class of vessel, a fleet of tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers, and, had it been 
considered practical by the Nevy De- 
partment to have the beats built in 
England the Thornycraft company 
would have by this time begun work 
on several vessels of the Thornytraft 
here. Acting upon sug- 
gestions received in Washington, how- 


ever, I have consulted members of 


this country relative to the quick con- 
struction of the Thornycraft type. I 
have been assured by them, with the 
detailed working plans of the vessels 
in their possession and under an ordin- 
ary commercial contract; that is, a con+ 
tract free from all unnecessary red 
tape, they could coHectively complete 


} by working night and day, a fleet of 


ten such vessels within seven months. 

“The representative of one firm as- 
sured me that it could send out the 
first vessel within six months. I am 
advised by cable by the Thornycraft 
Company to offer to dispose of com- 
plete ‘plans of the Thornycraft vessel 
to this government at practically a mo- 
ment’s notice. The vessels are 210 feet 
long and 275 tons displacement, mount- 
ing four 6-pounders and one 13-pounder, 
and equal to 30 knots. They are consid- 
ered the most successful type of tor- 
pedo-boat destroyeds ever constructed. 
England has already about sixty of 
them and others building, and Thorny- 
craft & Co. are constructing a num- 
ber of them for Germany and Japan. 
The plans of this type of vessel can 
be shipped from the Chiswick yard 
within three days, and I have every 
reason to believe that this government 
will order them.”’, 


CABINET MEMBER TALKS. 


SAYS UNCLE SAM WILL GET AT 
LEAST TWO BOATS, 


The Government Has Options on a 
Number, but is not Buying Any 
Worthless Vessels — Britain’s 
Moral Sympathy. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—Most. of 
the time of today’s Cabinet meeting 
was taken up in the discussion of 
measures which have been put into 
operation for the acquisition of naval 
vessels by the government. One of 
the members said after the meeting: 

“It is now altogether probable that 
we will secure two vessels that are 
under construction for the Brazilian 
government. It is not possible just 
at this time to show how many ships 
the government will be able to secure. 
It has options on a number that have 
been offered, but nothing is likely to 
be definitely accomplished in the way 
of acquiring them until an examina- 
tion is made into their condition, for 
which purpose a naval officer has been 
dispatched abroad. 

“We do not want a lot of vessels 
that other nations contracted to be 
built and now “4nd are not up to ex- 
pectations. I should not be surprised 
but. the President would b2 able to 
get about five or six vess:l9 in all. 
The fact is notorious that there are 
not a great many really good vessels 
to be had, but I should not be ¢ur- 
prised if we were able to get a half 
dozen formidable ones, at least. The 
$50,000,000 appropriated for war pur- 
poses will be expended in this coun- 
try, .except such as may be used in 
the purchase of ships and in the ac- 
quisition of munitions of war that are 
not ebtainable here. 1 3 

“Yes, I think the sympathy of the 
British government in this  contro- 
versy is with the United States. At 
any rate, she does not side with Spain. 
I do not mean by this statement to 
have you infer that the Englishmen 
will openly advocate our cause and 
extend to us substantial help, but that 
they will give up their moral sup- 
port,” 


GETTING A MOVE ON. 


Head cf the War Department Be- 

: gins to Give Instructions. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—Secre- 
tary Alger has authorized Gen. Flag- 
ler, the chief of ordnance, to make ar- 
rangements at once for procuring a 
large number of rapid-firing guns for 
seacoast defenses. This action is taken 
without waiting for the allotment 
among the various bureaus of the War 
and Navy departments of the @50,000,000 
voted for the national defense. The 
Secretary felt that there was no reason 
for further delaying the necessary steps 
for the procurement of these guns, as 
it was felt there would be no trouble 
in arriving at an equitable adjustment 
of the money available. 

Ever since the battleship Maine was 
wrecked in Havana Harbor the ord- 
nance department has been hastening 
the delivery of guns already finished, 
and making final arrangements for the 
supply of such additional ones as the 
officials felt warranted in ordering 
without he additional funds which have 
since been put at their disposal. The 
ordnance bureau will then secure 


within a reasonable time, and they will 
be shipped to the seacoast fortifications 
as rapidly. as possible. 

They constitute what is known as the 
auxiliary defense for the fortifications, 
and are a material assistance to the 
big guns, which necessarily are slower 
of movement and firing. They would 
also be of valuable assistance in keep- 
ing the enemy's ships from placing sub- 
marine mines and other’ obscured 
means of defense, by maintaining a 
constant fire over the places. The con- 
tract for the carriages of these. rapid- 
fire guns has been authorized, and will 
be at the fortifications as soon as com- 
pleted. The carriages can be made 
and delivered much quicker than the 
guns, so that expedition in the manu- 
facture of the latter is what the offi- 
cers of the ordnance bureau are after. 
Quite a number of establishments in 
the United States have responded to 


the department’s inquiries to 
whether they can assist in making 
these guns. They include the Army 


Gun Factory, the Bethlehem Iron 
Works, the Driggs Ordnance Company 
and the American Ordnance Company. 
These guns are mounted without tnuch 
trouble, so that haste in their manu- 
facture is essential in the present crisis. 
It is now stated by the ordnance offi- 
cials that directions have been given 
to the various arsenals and armories 
controlled by the government in- 
crease the working force to the fullest 
practicable extent. with a view to hur- 
rying the completion of existing proj- 
ects. Likewise, all firms having con- 
tracts to supply the government with 
ordnance have been required to work 
night and day in order to finish the 
work in hand, and to arrange their 
business with a view to increased or- 
ders. As to small arms and extra am- 
munition, orders have been already 
placed with the Union Metallic Cart- 
ridge Company of Bridgeport, Ct., and 
the Winchester Arms Company of New 
York. The negotiations for the supply 
of large numbers of small arms, army 
equipments and accoutrements are now 
in progress. The bureau officials have 
not yet indicated the exact number 
which will be ordered, but that the az- 
gregate will be large is shown by°the 
fact that the manufacturers have been 
given the cue to make all they can.: 

Fort McHenry, in Baltimore har- 
hor, will he selected as the  head- 
quarters of one of the new regiments 
of artillery,,instead of Fort Wads- 
worth, N. ¥., as was originaliy pro- 
posed. This change, it is said. is due 
to representations that havee been 
made to the Secretary of War that 
both the new regiments sheuld not 
he located in New York, but one 
should go further south. The selec- 
tion of Fort Slocum as the headquar- 
ters of one of the regiments will not 
be altered.

been given authority by the Secretary 
of. War to proceed without regard to 
ordinary restrictions in establishing 
rapid jelegraphic connections. between 
the se ast fortifications. It will not 
be necessary, therefore, to invite pro- 
posals for furnishing supplies, and to 
follow the ordinary and slow methods 
of procuring the telegraphic material 
and doing the work. This rather extra- 
ordinary authorization was conferred 
upon Gen. Greely, after a forcible 
presentation by him to the Secretary 
of War of the demand for modern 
methods and apparatus. 

Lieut. Stone, the representative of 
the Carnegie Steel Company, was at 
the Navy Department today in con- 
ference with the officials respecting 
the naval work in progress. 

The officers of the Navigation Bu- 
reau were very busy translating 
cipher messages today. It was said 
| that all of these had come in over- 
night, and presumably they related 
to the purchase of ships abroad. 

Before leaving for the Cabinet meet- 
ing, Secretary Long said that he had 
received no report thus far from the 
court of inquiry, nor had he ordered 
the fleet in China to the Philippines, 
as was rumored here today. The Sec- 
retary spent a good deal of time to- 
day ig consultation ewith Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt and Capt. Brad- 
ford, chief of the Bureau of Equip- 
ment. concerning the supply of coal 
to the vessels now cruising to the 
south of Cuba. 

The gunboats Wilmington and An- 
napolis reported to the Navy Depart- 
ment overnight from the Carribean 
Sea. The former sailed from St. Lucia 
for Barbadoes, and the latter from La 
Guayra for Curacoa. The torpedo 
fictilla at Key West will soon be re- 
inforced by two fine boats which have 
‘been under repairs. The com- 
mandant of the Mare Island navy vard 
reported that the cruiser Mohican 
seiled today with her cargo of ammu- 
nition, whi she will transship at 
Honolulu the Baltimore for’ the 
Asiatic squadron. 

The naval officers, who are endeav- 
oring to effect the purchase of ships 
abroad have encountered an obstacle 
that promises to give some trouble. 


This is found in the difference  be- 


tween the calibers of the guns mounted 
on foreign-built ships and the United 
States navy standards. Not only do 
these guns differ in caliber from our 
own in most cases. but as they are 
almost all designed for the use of 
smokeless powder, their combustion 
chambers .are too small to use the Cr- 
dinary brown powder, with which the 
American navy is still supplied. This 
obstacle is serious, but not insur- 
mountable. It will require the pro- 
curement in Europe of a large quan- 
tity of ammunition in special sizes for 
these ships, as it would require a good 
deal of time for our domestic ammu- 
nition-makers to change their plants 
and make the special sizes.

WING TUNG 


MURDERED YU LICK CHUNG 
‘LAST SEPTEMBER. 


There Was a Quarrel and After 
Weeks of Deliberation “Tung 
Shot His Uncle Dead. 


BECAUSE HE TALKED TOO MUCH 
MURDERER WAS INTELLLIGENT. 
COULD READ ENGLISH. 


Flannelly Convicted of Murder. 
Zuni Chief in Jail+Unknown 
German Jumps froma, 
Car Window. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN QUENTIN, March 11.—Wing 
Tung, the Chinese _murderer, was 
hanged this morning at 10.30 o’clock 
for tthe killing of his uncle, Yu Lick 
Chung, at the Globe Hotel in San Fran- 
cisco last September. 

He met his death with the charac- 
teristic stoicism of his race, and ap- 
peared to be utterly indifferent during 
the final preparations for his execution. 
The murderer was pronounced dead 
ten and a half minutes after the drop 
fell. He-was a resident of San Fran- 
cisco. 

He was an intelligent Chinese and 
soon learned to speak and read English 
with ease. For many years he seemed 
peaceably inclined but last year he 
became involved in a quarrel with his. 
uncle, Yu Lick, over which he brooded 
morosely for some weeks. 

Finally, having apparently made up 
his mind with all deliberation, he went 
ito his uncle’s room in the old Globe 
Hotel building on the second of Sep- 
tember, and shot his relative dead. 
His only explanation was that his 
uncle deserved to die because he had 


‘talked too much. 


Wing Tung was promptly tried and 
convicted, and his case is remarkable 
in that it is tthe first time, since the 
carrying out of sentences at San 
Quentin has been the rule, that a con- 
demned murderer has gone to the gal- 
lows without having taken an appeal 
to the Supreme Court. 


COUNTERFEITING PLANT. 


Discovered in the Folsom Prison, 
Convicts Making Nickels. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY RNEPORT.] 

FOLSOM, March 11.—A counterfeit- 

ing plant has been discovered within 
the walls of the State prison ere. 
The work was done in the engine-reom 
by Convicts H. L. Coyne and James 
Brown, and so far as known only 
nickels were coined, presumably no 
precious metals could be obtained. 
' The men were discovered at the act 
of manufacturing wogus coins, by 
guards who had been told what was 
going on. When the officers rushed 
in, Coyne and Brown ieaped through 
a window and threw their dies and 
crucible into a eanal leading to the 
American River. 

A large number of well-executed 
5-cent pieces were found. They were 
made of Babbitt metal, tuken from 
the engines which run through the 
prison grounds: for the purpose of 
hauling rock from the quarries. I! is 
thought that the dies or moulis were 
not made by the men who coined the 
money, but by sdOme cf the expert 
counterfeiters in the\prison. 

The impression prevails ameng the 
officers that it was the purpose cf 
the convicts to coin a great quantity 
of nickels and ship them out on the 
freight cars, where their friends on 
the outside could receive therm in ex- 
change for opium. Several of the 
bogus coins have been found in cir- 
culation in the town of Folsom. | 


OUT ON PAROLE. 


WwW. F. Baird of Madera Released 


from Folsom Prison, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 11.—W. F. 
Baird, the ex-manager and cashier of 
the Madera Bank, is again at liberty, 
having been released from Folsom 
prison on parole by the State Board of 
Prison Directors. Baird has returned to 
Madera, where he has opened an office, 
and seems amply supplied with funds. 
Baird was manager of the John Brown 
colony of Madera as well as of the Ma- 
dera Bank, the collapse of the latter 


involving the practical destruction of 
the former. 

In the vault of the Madera Bank were 
scores of promissory notes bearing the 
names of men of prominence in all 


parts of the San Joaquin Valley, the | 
. Signatures to many of the notes being 


forgeries. Baird admitted one forgery, 
and this confession led to an admis- 
sion of an elaborate scheme of forgery 
and deception. He was sent to prison 
for seven years, -but now that he is 
paroled he is merely required to report 
to the prison authorities at regular in- 
tervals. 


SHOT IN A SALOON, 


Man Will Probably Die—Night Bar. 
tender Suspected.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 11.—A man 
whose identity has not yet been fully 
established but who is supposed to be 
J. Perkins, was fatally shot at an early 
hour this morning while in the Junc- 
tion saloon on the southwest corner of 
O’Farrell and Jones street.

Supreme Court Wrestling With Los

SAN FRANCISCO, March 11.—The 


Supreme Court today heard arguments 
as to the legality of the police courts 
and city justices of the peace of Los 
Angeles. Since the population of that 
city has exceeded 100,000 it has been 
claimed that the present law applying 
to the city’s judicial departments is in- 
operative.

SPAIN’S PLAN. 


(CONTINUED FROM FIRST PAGE.) 


any country with any self-respect could 
tolerate such interference in what we 
must recognize is her, domestic quar- 
rel without resentment and resistance. 
While we should doubtless succeed, it 
would involve terrible loss to us and 
still further suffering to Cuba, and 
would at this juncture be of unques- 
tionable benefit to her. That she is un- 
fit as a whole for self-government just 
yet, is the opinion of many intelli- 
zent and impartial outside observers 
‘who have studied her people and pre- 
vailing conditions. 

“If we are to intervene as a com- 
pulsory arbitrator, are they to be left 
wholly out of account, together with 
Spain, and only the insurgent party 
considered? Fair arbitrations are not 
conducted on so one-sided a_ basis. 
Suppose now we say to Spain that, 
in the interest of humanity and peace, 
and for the preservation of our own 
commercial interests, we insist upon a 
cessation of hostilities, and that we 
will take advantage of it to inform 
the Cubans that for the sake of the 
same compelling consideration, they 
must concede something. Spain's plight 
is unquestionably a critical one, afd 
she could honorably listen to such a 
proposal. The Cubans, on thes other 
nand, would certainly hear respectfully 
any. views we present to them in re- 
gard to a settlement, and could not fail 
to follow them. 

“The precise terms can be worked out 
iater. But it is not unreasonable to ex- 
pect that should Spain offer such self- 
government as the whole world would 
recognize as fair, putting Cuba in the 
same condition as an English colony, 
and withdrawing from the island, as 
soon as qulét is restored, all but a nom- 
inal military force, we might properly 
insist on its acceptance. This would 
be a substantial victory for Cuha, 
would leave Spain to retire with self- 
respect, and would leave Cuba better 
off than though now made independ- 
ent. Spain has vainly tried to put 
down the insurrection; the insurgents 
have vainly tried to drive Spain out 
and establish a goverhment, and the» 
only way to bring about speedy peace 
is to take into consideration the claims, 
rights and feelings of both parties. 

“The time may possibly come when, 
by the operation of the law of our po- 
litical existence, Cuba will fall to us 
peaceably. If this prove correct, the 
method suggested paves the way for 
that by giving her an opportunity to 
gain some experience in self-govern- 
ment first. If she is to be independent, 
as very possibly may turn out to be 
the case by and by, a preliminary stage 
of genuine autonomy would best pre- 
pare her for it. Nor is it desirable at 
this time for the United States to un- 
dertake the responsibility of governing 
her. It is unwise and unnecessary for 
the United States to assume political 
or financial responsibility in the case, 
in either or both of which most of the 
plans so far advanced involve us. 

“If it be shown that the Spanish offi- 
cials are innocent of any complicity in 
the disaster to the Maine, and a prompt 
disavowal is made with an expression 
of regret and offer to arbitrate the 
question of responsibility and the 
amount of indemnity if any was found 
due, the United States could hardly 
resist the principle of arbitration in 
settling the question. 

“The Maine disaster, however, is a 
distinct incident, and should be con- 
sidered by itself.’’ 


BATTLESHIPS AUTHORIZED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—Three 
new battleships of the staunchest type 
afloat were authorized by the House 
Committee on.,Naval Affairs today, and 
a provision for their construction in- 
serted in the Naval Appropriation Bill, 
At the same time the committee agreed 
upon a maximum price of $400 per ton 
for armor plate for our vessels, _ in- 
creased the force of naval marines by 
473 men, and put matters in fair shape 
for a decision tomorrow on the con- 
Struction of the dry docks, probably 
four in number, capable of accommo- 
dating the largest-sized vessels. 

The committee was in session practi- 
cally all day, and before the decision 
on the increase of ships was reached, 
there was a long and interesting dis- 
cussion. Representative Tate (Dem.) 
of Georgia, while favoring an increase, 
believed that two vessels would be 
ample, and that further expenditure be- 
yond the point of necessity should be 
avoided. Representative Loudenslager 
of New Jersey protested that if the 
Strength of the navy was to be )- 
creased at all, it should be to the ex- 
tent of three new vessels, built and 
armed to meet any vessel afloat. 

The new warships provided for will 
be of the finest pattern. It will be two 
years, doubtless, before they can be 
placed in commission. One of them, 
the committee decided, should bear the 
name of the ill-fated Maine. The ap- 
propriation for their construction was 
not fixed, being referred to the sub- 
Committee on Appropriations, which 
will report to the full committee  to- 
morrow. The cost, it is expected, will 
be about $5,000,000 each. 

The committee also agreed upon a 
provision authorizing the Secretary of 
the Navy to purchase armor plate by 
contract, or otherwise, at a cost not 
exceeding $400 a ton. This was agreed 
to, however, only on the express pro- 
pision that these items should include 
the nickel used in the armor, for which 
large outside percentage heretofore 
has been paid by the government. This 
limit of armor contract price has been 
generally exceeded, and with the ex- 
ception of the insertion of the proviso 
as to nickel, met. with little opposi- 
tion in the Giscussion. 

One of the most important features 
of the work on the bili was an agree- 
ment on an appropriation cf $136,000 
fcr outfitting, rationing and uniform- 
ing 473 additional maicnes. This in. 
crease in the naval force was made the 
subject of a special! and urgent re- 
quest sent to the House after the snb- 
mission of the regular recommenda. 
tions. 

The question of establishment of 
new dry docks went ower for action 
until tomorrow. It was thoroughly 
discussed today, and the outlook is 
that four new dry docks will be au- 
thorized, two on the Atlantic coast. 
one on the Pacific, and another on the 
gulf. If the present expectations are 
materialized tomorrow, those decks 
will be authorized to be constructec 
at Boston, Mass.: Algiers, New Or. 
leans, Mare Island, Cal., and League 
Island, Philadeiphia. 

With the amounts to be paid for 
dry docks and fer zrmor plate in the 
ageregate not yet determined, the bil’ 
as it stands. carries in all something 
like $36,000,000, which, however, will 
be largely augmented by the cGther 
committees. 

tapid progress has been made with 
the bill, and it is likely it will be in 
shape to report to the House Monday 
or Tuesday.

THE PHONOGRAPH OF VALUE IN 
SURGICAL OPERATIONS, 


Edison’s Machine Capable of Hyp- 
 mnotic Powers—Queer Discovery 
of Dr. Thomas B. Keyes of 
Chicago. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
CHICAGO, March 11.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Surgery is likely to lose 
half its, terrors. Grewsome operations 
in future will be pleasurable incidents. 
Amputation of a limb~ will be 
done to the accompaniment of 


the dulcet tones of a phonograph. The 


talkative machine will displace gther 
and chloroform. All this will come to 
pass, if the predictions of Dr. Thomas 
B. Keyes count for anything. . 

Dr. Keyes has discovered that the 
phonograph is a greater hypnotist than 
man. Tonight the doctor at his labora- 
tory performed some experiments be- 
fore members of the medical fraternity. 
He demonstrated that the phonograph 
possesses powers never dreamed of. 
He put the strongest man to sleep by 
influences of the magic cylinder alone. 
It took only a few moments to send 
his subject to the Land of Nod, and 
there was no returning until the doc- 
tor gave the word. He slipped in the 
cylinder of the machine which had pre- 
viously caught the strains of one of 
Sousa’s most famous marches. The 
body of the patient in the chair moved 
in rhythmic cadence to the musie: Dy, 
Keyes changed the cylinders. It was 
one of his own compositions this time, 
and the music was from the well- 
known vocabulary of the surgeon to 
his patient. It was something like this: 
“You feel no pain; not a muscle of 
your body is in pain; you have no feel- 
ing.”’ 

The patient slent on, and the doc- 
tor produced a large silver needle from 
his medicine case. He heated it at a 
gas jet and began pricking the pa- 
tient’s hand until the blood stood out. 


Not a movement of the patient was no-’ 


ticeable. The doctor grasped the right 
hand of the man in the chair and com- 
pressing thé muscles between the 
thumb and forefinger, pushed the 
needle slowly through into the flesh. 
Still not a twitch or the slightest mo- 
tion of pain. He carried his experi- 
ments further. Slowly pulling the 
tongue from the mouth until it pro- 
truded an inch, he inserted the needle. 
pulling it clear through. Not a sound 
escaped the man in the chair. The men 
who handle the scalpel and knife drew 
closer. The pulse was felt, and it was 
declared to be normal. Tnere was not 
even a flush noticeable. When the pa- 
tlent was aroused he felt no pain. Dr. 
Keves sars: 

“Hypnotism is simply the reception 
of suggestions. The phonograph can 
be made to renveat a line of sugges- 
tion for any length of time, and if 
you keep on long enough the patient 
is bound to go to sleep. It produces a 
pleasant sensation to the patient, and 
there is alsolutely no danger. Patients 
subject to heart disease and kindred 
ailments need have no fear of conse- 
quences. I have used it twice in sur- 
gical operations, and believe it is in; 
fallible.” 

Dr. Keyes is professor of surgery ar 
Harvey Medical College, and was one 
of the finst among medical men in the 
city to teach hypnotism as a mears

SHARKEY A SCRUB. 


THE SAILOR SLUGGER SNAKED 
FROM THE RING. 


Referee Stops the Alleged Fight in 
the Eighth Round and the 
Police Climb In. 


CHOYNSKI WAS FOULED OFTEN. 


HE MADE A CLEAN FIGHT, BUT 


WAS ROUGHLY HANDLED.

Races at Oakland and at San Fran- 
cisco—J. C. Sullivan Beats 
Hugh Dougherty—Lyach 
Defeats Hall. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 11.—Ever 
since Tom Sharkey wrestled and 
roughed about Jim Corbett for four 
rounds in this city in June, 1896, he 
has been a discordant element in pugil- 
Sm, and has done more to bring into 
disrepute glove contests, not only in 


j\this but in other cities, than all the 


antagonists of that class of sport. Not 
a single contest in which he has ever 
engaged has resulted in a manner sat- 
isfactory to the public, and did not 
leave a bad odor connected with Shar- 
key’s name. His career has been brief, 
but lively. He has made himself fa- 
mous through his failure to defeat 
rather than through his victories. He 
managed to stay four rounds with 
Jim Corbett by a style of wrestling 
peculiarly his own. 

He was knocked out by Bob Fitzsim- 
mons in eight rounds in this city, and 
of this fight Fitzsimmons was robbed. 
He fought Peter Maher seven rounds, 
and when he was being beaitten resorted 
to unfair means, causing the police to 
interfere and stop the fight. 

He defeated old, decrepit Joe God- 
dard in six rounds, though this latter 
was a poor subject for any strong man 
to fight. 

Tonight he capped the cl 
discreditable caretr as a fighter by the 
most disgraceful exhibiton ever seen in 
a@ prize ring in this city. He went into 
the ring to contest twenty rounds with 
Joe Choynski, the most popular fighter, 
especially in San Francisco, among all 
the heavyweights. The names of Choyn- 
ski and Sharkey proved a drawing- 
card, and the big pavilion was packed 
with 7000 spectators. Sharkey’s appear- 
ance was greeted with hisses and hoots 
by the big crowd in the galleries, with 
whom he is and has been since his ex- 
perience with Fitzsmmons a most un- 
popular fighter. : 

From the start of the fight, after he 
had received a couple of stiff jolts 
from Choynski’s left. hand, the burly 
sailor fought foul. Although he had 
agreed not to strike in the clinches, he 
repeatedly used his elbows and head, 
pushing, wrestling and butting 
Choynski against the ropes. Choynski, 
however, would not claim a foul, but 
continued to jab and swing on the 
sailor’s broad features. In the fifth 
round Sharkey rushed Choynski to the 
ropes, and wrestled him to the floor 
and under the ropes. Choynski’s sec- 
onds claimed a foul, which was not 
allowed by Referee Green, who seemed 
as badly rattled as Sharkey. In the 
seventh round, Choynski lashed out his 
right and left, landing on Sharkey’s 
jaw and face, until the latter was 


grogey. 

In the eighth the fight was brought 
to an end. Sharkey came up com- 
paratively strong, and began his rush- 
ing and wrestling, forcing his opponent 
against the ropes, swinging his ponder- 
ous arms like flails, until Choynski 
went down on his knees. He came up 
and jabbed Sharkey in the face with. 
his left, following up with his right, 
ser.ding it in with telling effect on the 
sailor’s jaw. Tom fell back under 
this terrific onslaught, and seemed to 
drop his arms. Suddenly, however, he 
lowered his head and came at Choynski 
like a mad bull, driving him entirely 
through the ropes, and onto the seats 
below. The referee at this point, at 
the direction of the police, called the 
fight a draw, and sent the men out of 
the ring. Choynski was bruised by 


his fall, but not injured by the sail- 


or’s fists. Sharkey’s face was badly 
bruised and swollen when he left the 


building. 


The fight was for 60 per cent. of the 
gate recipts, and was under the aus- 
pices of the National Athletic Club. 

THE FIGHT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 11.—Hours 
before the time set for the commence- 
ment of the evening’s entertainment, 
crowds besieged the entrance to 
Woodward's Pavilion, and at 9 o’clock, 
when the first event on the programine 
was announced, every available foot 
of space within the building was pre- 
empted, it. being estimated that at 
least 7000 snectators were huddled to- 
gether within its walls. 

In the poolrooms, and in front of 
the newspaper offices downtown, the 
same amount of interest was shown 
hy the crowds which gathered there. 
So dense was the throng an hour be- 
fore the time at which the big fight 
was scheduled, that many who had 
waited until the last moment before 
placing their money, were unable to 
reach the blocks, and after vainly. 
struggling to fight their way through 
the mob, were compelled to abandon 
the attempt. 

During the day Sharkey had again 
been installed the favorite, at odds of 
10 to 8, but during the evening the 
supporters of Choynski, who had evi- 
dently been holding off for longer 
odds, began to pour their money i1tc 
the boxes, and the wagering s00n 
reached “evens,’’ at which price lots 
of money age et to be placed. A 
low estimate of the amount wagered 
upon thé event in this city places it 
from $75,000 to $80,000. 

The men entered the ring at 178 
and 168 pounds, respectively, but their 
appeardnce when stripped conveyed 
the impression that Sharkey cut- 
weighed his taller and slimmer oppo- 
nent by considerably more than ten 
pounds. Each was trained to the 
hour, and was in magnificent condi- 
tion, but the sailor’s compact and 
solid frame presented a striking con- 
trast to the long and slendér form 
of Choynski, whose legs, especially, 
seemed weak when compared with the 
stout underpinnings of his opponent. 
The latter, however, was aS cool when | 
he stood in his corner and sized up 
his opponent as though their meeting 
was to be a friendly bout for points, 
undeniably nervous, and anxious. to 
commence operations. 

Choynski, as usual, was the first to 
leave his dressing-room. His appear- 
ance wag the signal for a burst of en- 
thusiasm. He was escorted by Eddy 
Graney; Tommy Murphy and Joe Los- 
son. Sharkey was greeted with min- 
gled cheers and hoots. He was handled 
by ‘Spider’ Kelly, Joe Kennedy, Tim 
McGrath and Joe Goddard. The selec- 
tion of a referee not having been made 
beforehand, nearly an hour was wasted 
in trying to reach an agreement after 
the men were in the ring. Choynski 


proposed Hiram Gook, Jim McDonald 
and Peter Jackson, but Sharkey would 


have none of them, and suggested

That gentleman declined to serve, and 
the trouble commenced all over again. 
The matter was ultimately settled by 
the selection of George Green. (“Young 
Corbett,”) and the men at once pro- 
ceeded to get down to business. This 
was at 10:42 o'clock. The men agreed 
not to hit in the clinch or breakaway.

PNEUMONIA’S WORK IS DEADLY 


A SICKENING SIDE TO THE TALES 
OF GREAT WEALTH. \ 


Rumors of Complications With the 
Canadian Customs Officers. 
Reindeer Expedition—A 
Swindling Scheme. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


VANCOUVER (B. C.,) March 11. 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] The Canadian 
route via Stickeen is still clogged up 
with ice and snow and slush in the 
rivers. When the steamer Coquitlan, 
which brings the latest news to Van- 
couver, left Wrangell, it was snowing 
and was bitterly cold. Five thousand 
people were shivering in the snow at 
Wrangel, and 3000 were camped on the 
ice outside. The advance party sent 
to build a railway over the Canadian 
route had not moved from Stickeen Isl- 
and, at the mouth of the river. Pneu- 
monia was very prevalent. | 
Capt. Newcomb asserts that there is 
no such thing as spinal meningitis up 
north. It is pneumonia that is killing 
off the people. A great many miners 
are badly frozen or frostbitten. Camp- 
ing on the ice is killing to life. For 
the first few days campers gasp for 
breath, then they become dazed and 
helpless, and are often ready to be 
dumped into the harbor at the coast 
before they know what is the matter 
with them. At Wrangell the latest 
news from Skaguay was to the effect 
that many miners were being taken off 
the trail by friends, badly frozen. 
Thirty-seven steamers were passed 
by the Coquitlah, north-bound. Capt. 
Newcomb of the Coquitlan, who was 
present at the raising of the wrecked 
Corona, describes it as an engineering 
feat of great cleverness under the ex- 
isting conditions. The Corona was 
patched from stem to stern, pumped 
out and floated at high tide amid 
hearty cheers. Capt. Newcomb also 
saw the beached Cottage City floated. 
She was battered badly in the bow, 
and it is a miracle how she lived in 
the storm. Even when floated she 
could nag stand the bad weather, and 
she was deliberately run aground 
again. Whether she got off a second 
time is not known. | 
Reports of wrecks, shooting scrapes, 
awful mortality, etc., are very numer- 
ous, but not definite enough to chron- 
icle. It is enough to say that the re- 
verse sidewof the glittering representa- 
tion of adventures in the land of gold 
is sickening with sin, crime and death. 
CUSTOMS COMPLICATIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SKAGUAY (Alaska,) March 6.—[Via 
Seattle, March 11.]}—Rumors were rife 
a day or two ago that serious com- 
plications were threatened between 
the prospectors bound for the Yukon 
and Canadian customs officers located 


at the new customhouse fourteen miles 


from Skaguay. It was reported that 200 
men had banded themselves together 
for the purpose of resisting payment 
of duty.

‘States Collector Floyd of this port had 


issued instructions to Inspector Cates 
to accompany the party clear through 
to Lake Bennett. Arriving at the cus- 
tomhouse, however, the chief of the 
party conferred with Capt. Strickland, 
the Canadian collector, as to whether 
he was compelled to take the Ameri- 
can inspector to Lake Bennett. 

“No,” replied Capt. Strickland, 
“you’re on British soil and You can 
tell your convoy to get.” 

Inspector Cates returned to Skaguay 
and reported the occurrence to Dep- 
uty Coilector Floyd. Floyd will con- 
tinue to instruct the convoys to ac- 
campany any goods to Lake Bennett, 
even if they are turned back by the 
Canadians, until he hears from Wash- 
ington. Between Skaguay and White 
Pass there are estimated to be 6500 
people lining the route,° while beyond 
the pass an equal number are making 
their way toward the lakes. 

Ross Sterner, foreman of the Colo- 
rado Packing Company of this place, 
accidentally killed himself Saturday 
morning by the discharge of a re- 
volver while folding up some blank- 
ets. Sterner came here several months 
ago from Ouray, Colo. 

With the burning of the steamer 
Whitelaw, the outfits of 110 passen- 
gers were almost destroyed. The 
steamer itself is said to have been 
fully insured. :

A Bombay dispatch says that the total 
deaths resulting from the plague riots are two 
soldiers of the Shropshire regiment killed, a 
municipal inspector, who accidentally shot 
himself, four European and four native police- 
men, with seventeen civilians injured, nine 
rioters killed and twenty-two injured. One 
hundred and nine arrests were made. 

The London Times in its financial article 
yesterday said that buyers of gold for New 
York fafled in the attempt to procure gold 
from the Bank of France, which raised the 
premium from 54% to 6 per mille. This ap- 
parently convinced the houses concerned that 


it was useless to make further attempts, and 


their operations, therefore, have been trans- 
ferred to London, 

The Madrid correspondent of the London 
Morning Post says he is authorized to an- 
neunce that the new coupon will be paid in 
gold. According to the same correspondent 
Sefior Moret, Secretary for the Colonies, says: 
“If the Americans take the Dingley measure 


as the basis of the commercial treaty all will | 


be well. If not,.the Cuban commissione rs are 
prepared to meet the Americans half-way.’ 
Secretary Wilson of the Agricultural De- 
partment expresses his satisfaction at the 
manner in which the German regulations 
concerning the importation of American fresh 
fruit are being carried out. The reports from 
the United States representatives in Germany, 
he says, show that all fruit not in any way 
affected is allowed to enter, while that af- 
fected with the San José scale—a small pro- 
portion—is being denied admission. Germany 
appeared to be’ doing what was reasonable 
in the matter. 


A Lincoln (Neb.) dispatch says that Patrick 


Ford, an ex-member of the Omaha City Coun- 
cil, visited Gov. Holcomb to plead for a 
pardon for his son, Patrick Ford, Jr., one af 
the survivors of the Maine disaster.

STRONG PROTEST LODGED 


AGAINST THE CESSION OF PORT 
ARTHUR TO RUSSIA. 


British Minister at Peking Says it 
Will Destroy China’s Balance of 
Power—Chinese Officals Declare 
Inability to Withstand Russia’s 
Demands. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
_-PEKING, March 11—[By Atlan- 
tic Cable.] The’ British Minister, 
Sir Claude MacDonald, visited the 
Chinese Foreign Office on Tues- 
day and lodged a_e strong protest 
against the cession of Port Arthur to 
Russia, saying it would destroy the 
balance of power in China. The Chi- 
nese officials, however, declared their 
inability to withstand the Russian de- 
mand. 

M. Pavloff, the Russian Charge 
d’Affaires, wished the cessions to take 
place within five days, in order to fore- 
stall the arrival of his successor, M. 
Apeyer, but China required a longer 
time to consider the matter, and so the 
negotiations were transferred to St. 
Petersburg. 

Russia is still exerting pressure to 
bring about the dismissal of the Brit- 
ish railroad engineers. The Tsung-Li- 
Yamen referred the matter to the Di- 
rector of Railroads, who declared their 
services to be indispensable, regardlesg 
of their nationality. 

SUGGESTIVE INTERVIEW.

LONDON, March 12.--The Daily 
News publishes this morning a sugges- 
tive interview on the Chinese ques- 
tion with Dr. Markoff, the 
expert.

ENGLISH FRIENDLINESS. 

As an instance cf the friendly 
spirit which prevails in England to- 
ward the United States, in the present 
crisis, the editorial utterances of the 
London Chronicle of Thursday may 
be cited. The Chronicle refers to 
President McKinley's action through- 
out the crisis as “a model of states- 
manship,” and declares that the course 
of the Washington government in con- 
nection with the-Maine disaster de- 
serves the highest recognition. The 
Chronicle further declares that it 
will soon “be necessary for Great 
Britain to show on which side its 
sympathies lie.” It commends the 
unselfishness of America’s motives in 
desiring to put an end to “the hell 
upon earth in Cuba,” and asserts that 
“America has a better right to inier- 
fere than has been put forward as a 
justification in two out of every three 
wars in history.” Continuing, the 
Clronicle says: 

“We hope Great Britain will not 
only go as far officially as the furthest 
limits of international law permit, 
but that public opinion will declare 
itself openly, unmistakably, and in 
the teeth of all Europe, if necessary, 
as sympathizing heartily with the 
motives impelling America at last to 


take a step so natural and yet one. 


she has so long hesitated to take. At 
the same time, we wish it were possi- 
ble to persuade Spain, even at the 
eleventh hour, that her honor and 
Cuba might be saved by the recogni- 
tion of inevitable facts. To bid Cuba 
be free would be a hard task, but it 
would be the safest and the most dig- 
nified course.” 3 
These are generous” sentiments, 
nobly expressed. The American peo- 
ple could not, if they would, be in- 
sensible to these kindly words, put 
forth at sa critical a time. They will 
kindle a new feeling of iraternal re- 
gard for England and Englishmen in 
the heart of every American. We 
shall need no help from the outside 
in the impending struggle; but the 
friendly words of our English broth- 
ers are none the less appreciated on 
that account. The London Chronicle's 
' article, from which the above extracts 
are taken, but one of many 
in a similar strain. which are ap- 
pearing from day to day in the Eng- 
lish press. 
A Lendon dispatch of March 10 in- 
timates very strongly that the British 
government will formally recognize 
the-independence of Cuba soon after 
the United States government has 
done so. A strong sentiment favor- 
able to such action is developing in 
Parliament, and it would undoubtedly 
receive the hearty indorsement of the 
_English people. It is needless to 
point out the fact that the recogni- 
tion of Cuban independence by Great 
Britain would greatly strengthen the 
position of the United States in a 
moral sense. So far as physica! force 
is concerned, we are of course amply 
able to sustain our ‘position end to 
enforce our decrees. But the mora! 
support of England will be an in- 
yaluable aid in bringing the confict 
‘to a speedy conclusicn, by showing to 
Spain the utter hopelessness of her 


is 


cause, which at present she appears 
not to realize. ’ 
It is possible, though not prcbable, 


{that the prompt recognition of Cuban 


independence by England, might so 
far sober the Spanish government and 
people as to induce them to bow to 
the inevitable, and to relinquish Cuba 
without an armed conflict. If such 
should be the result, English recogni- 
tion of Cuban independence would 
render valuable service at once 
to the cause of humanity, to the inter- 
ests of the United States, and to the 
real interests of Spain. 

Nothing could go so far to cement 
the bonds of friendship and good- 
will between Great Britain and the 
United States as the action above.fare- 
shadowed. It would be a_ practical 
demonstration of friendship, the pur- 
port of which could not be misunder- 
stood, and which certainly would not 
be unappreciated by the American 
people. It would show that England 
is ready to back up her friendly ex- 
pressions with substantial deeds. No 
further proof of sincerity could be 


required,

OPPOSED BY DINGLEY. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT RNEVORT.] 
WASHINGTON, March 11.—Mr. 
Dingley, the Republican floor leader, 
opposed the bill in an earnest speech. 
te insisted that members who imag- 
ined that the findings of the Court of 
Claims in these cases constituted a 
liability’ against the government is 
mistaken, The court simply found 
certain facts. He was perfectly will- 
ing, he said, to take up these claims 
separately and nass upon their merits. 
Mr. Richardson (Dem.,) o% Tennes- 
see, in advocating the passaze of 
the bill, called attention to the fact 
that 92 per cent. of the claims sub- 
mitted to it were rejected.

It was only 
when these separate claims were 
brought in that the distinguished Re- 
publican leader cried out against 
imaginary raids upon the treasury. 

After some further debate by Messrs. 
Dalzcll and Grosvenor against the 
bill, and by Mr. Ottgen (Rep.,) of 
Wisconsin in favor of it, the reading 
of the bill for amendment began.

» Ways and Means Committee Reports 


the Cooper Bill, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—T he 
Ways and Means Committee has re- 
ported favorably the Cooper Bill, re- 
lating to our commerce with Mexico. 
There is a free zone in Mexico along 
the entire border of this country, a 
stretch of thirteen miles wide, in which 
territory goods and merchandise were 
admitted free of duty. This govern- 
ment extended certain rights in con- 
nection with this privileged territory, 
but these rights were suspended by the 
joint resolution now proposed to be re- 
ported. 

The committee reports that in the 
three years since the resolution went 
into effect, it has failed of its purpose 
and has driven from our own trans- 
portation lines to foreign lines a very 
‘profitable business without any re- 
turn” whatever. Goods and mer- 
chandise that should and would be 
shipped in bond over our lines to Mex- 
ican territory, the committee reports, 
are now shipped in foreign vessels to 
Mexican points and over Mexican rall- 
roads into the free zone, thus depriv- 
ing our railroads of their legitimate 
business. 


ADVERSE TO POWDERLY.

WASHINGTON, March 11.—The 
Senate’ Committee on Immigration has 
reported adversely on the nomination 
of T. V. Powderly to be Commissioner 
of Immigration.

clothing store. In that same year he 
applied to the Secretary of War for an 
appointment to the Military Academy 
at West Point, and through the influ- 
ence of Judge Alexander Harper, mem- 
ber of Congress from his district, and 
his home friends, obtained the appoint- 
ment, 

The class which he entered numbered 
1l2 at the beginning of the coursg, but 
when he graduated in June, 1842, it hal 
decreased to fifty-six. In the gener- 
ality of his studies he stood third, 
fourth and fifth in rank. After grad- 
uation he entered the Engineer Corps 
as second lieutenant, and was ordered 
to report for duty to Col, R. EF, de Rus- 
sey, at Fortress Monrve, Virginia. Here 
he remained till August 20, 1843, acting 
most of the time as first assistant en- 
gineer, having been promoted to a first 
lieutenancy in the preceding April. On 
leaving Fortress Monroe he was or- 
dered to West Point as assistant pro- 
fessor in the engineering department. 
He held ‘this position till the next year, 
when he was detailed as assistant pro- 
fessor of philosophy. Later he -bhe- 
came first assistant professor of ens;i- 
neering, during a portion ef the tine, 
by request, acting as post commissary 
and quartermaster, besides having fer 
nine months entire charge of the erec- 
tion of the cadet barracks, then build- 
ing at that place. 

In August, 1847, Lieut. Rosecrans ‘vas 
detailed to relieve Lieut. H. L. Fustin, 
engineer in charge of the fortificaiions 
in Newport Harbor, Rhode Island. Five 
years were spent at this place in con- 
structing a military wharf and com- 
pleting the batteries and interior er- 
rangements of the forts. Here also he 
designed a general system of pnerma- 
nent barracks, which was reported on 
favorably by a committee selected by 
In 1852 a special 
Was made to. survey 
and New Bedford harbors, 
With a view to permanent§ improve-

ments. Lieut. Rosecrans was detailed 
to make the survey, and in three weeks 
‘made 30,000 soundings. 

In the spring of 1853 he was ordered 
detached service to report to the 
Secretary of the Navy at Washington, 
by whom he was assigned to the chief 
of the Bureau of Docks and Yarés, and 
detailed "by the latter as constructing 
engineer at the Washington navy yard. 
Here his engineering talent was em- 
ployed on a large number of diversified 
works. His health failing, he con- 
cluded to resign, but was told by the 
chief of engineers that he could not be 
spared. He obtained a three months’ 
leave of absence. At the end of that 
period, his health not improving, he 
was obliged to persist in his previously- 
formed resolution to resign. His res- 


isnation took effect April 1, 1854. He 
went to Cincinnati and engaged in 


business as’an architeet and consult- 
ing engineer. Later he assumed charge 
of an English and American coal-min- 
ing company’s interests on Cool River, 
Kanawha county, Virginia, and re- 
ported on the condition of the mines 
and then made a geological survey of 
the country. He became so familiar 
With the topographical asnect of the 
Vicinity that he was able to point out 
With almost marvelous certainty the 
localities where new and profitable 
veins could be opened, 

Rosecrans afterward determined to 
engage in the coal oil manufacturing 
business in Cincinnati. He began ex. 
periments with a view to making. a 
pure and odorless oil. He had nearly 
succeeded when one day he was ter- 
ribly burned by the combustion of 
benzole gas, caused by what was then 
supposed to be a safety lamp. He was 
-confhred to bed for eighteen months 
and for a time it was doubtful whether 
would recover, After getting up 
again he presecuted the business and 
Was getting his establishment into rood

THE VETERAN'S HISTORY, 


Biographical Sketch and Military 
Record of Gen. Rosecrans, 
William Stark Rosecrans was born in 
Kingston, Delaware county, O., on 
September 6, 1819. His mother, the 
daughter of Stephen and Mary Hop- 
kins of Wyoming, Luzerne county, Pa., 
and his father, the eldest son of Danie} 
Hosecrans and a Miss Crandell, were 
married at Luzerne county, Pa., and 
in 1808 emigrated to Ohio. The lineal 
ancestors of the family, about whom 
much discussion and inquiry have 
arisen, originally came fiem Bbronden- 
berg, whence they removed to Amster- 
edam, and subsequently emigrated to 
North River, in what was then the 
Dutch colony of North Amsterdam, and 

now the State of New York. 

On the maternal side Gen. Rosecrans 
was a descendant of Capt. John Stark 
of New "Hampshire, the famous revo- 
lutionary patriot. The father of Wil- 
liam §S. Rosecrans was a prosperous 
business man and farmer, and was also 
engaged in mercantile pursuits. In the 
war of 1812 he served as adjutant to a 
jight-horse company under Gen. Harri- 
son. His intelligence, energy and de- 
termination gave him a wide influence 
among his neighbors and friends. 
honesty was proverbial. 

Although -his parents were in com- 
fortable circumstances, young William 
was early taught habits of industry, 
attending schoo! in winter and Working 
in the garden and upon the farm in 
summer. When 14 yeaj’s of age he was 
sent seven miles from his home to the 
store of David Messenger to close up 
the jJatter’s business, which he did suc-

pursuing the even tenor of his way, his 
time and attention being occupied With 
| his business and family affairs. He had 
i;never been a politician. He had no 
| taste for the publicity of political life, 
preferring the ease and quiet of his 
heme. But he was known asa military 
nran of experience and judgment, and 
petitions soon came thronging in upon 
him irom the different wards to assist 
in drilling the home guards. ‘In re- 
sponse to them he gave his services to 
the Fourteenth Ward company, called 
the “Marion Rifles.”’ When it became 
evident that military measures must be 
taken to crush the rebellion, the pa- 
triotism inherited from his sire would 
not permit of his remaining an idle 
spectator ‘of the scenes about to trans- 
pire, and he immediately offered his 
services to Gov. Dennison of Ohio. 
They were at once accepted and he was 
requested to act as engineer and lay 
out Camp Dennison, which he did. He 
was next sent to PSiladelphia to con- 
fer with gun manufacturers with a 
View to precuring a supply for the 
(ohio troops, and thence proceeded to 
Washington to make arrangements for 
their clothing and pay. While at the 
‘capital, he presented to the War De- 
partment an application indorsed by 
Gens. Scott, McClellan, Totten, Mans- 
field and others, for an appointment as 
a brigadier-general of volunteers. Re- 
turning to Cincinnati he found -await- 
ing him there the Governor's commis- 
sion as chici engineer of Ohio, with the 
rank of colonel, it’ being intended that 
he should serve on the staff of Gen. 
McClelan. A change in McClellan's 
position making this impossible, Rose- 
crans concluded to enter upon active 
service in the field. He was-accordingly 
commissioned colonel of the Twenty- 
third Ohio Regiment, and repaired to 
Camp Jacisen at Columbus, which h> 
named Camp Chase. Here he prepared 
a permanent camp for the Twenty. 
third, Twenty-fourth, Twenty-fifth 
and Twenty-sixth Ohio Regiments. 
Three days afterward he received the 
| appointment of brigadier-general in the

Gen. Rosecrans was a private citizen, | 


regular army, with orders to report to 
Gen, McClellan, which he did the same 
night at Cincinnati. Shortly afterward 
he took the fleld in Western Virginia. 

His first Important action was that 
of Rich Mountain, which he won July. 
11, 1861. After Gen. McClellan’s call 
to higher command, Rosecrans 
coeded him on July 25 in the Depart- 
ment of the Ohio, which consisted of 
Western Virginia, Ohio, Michigan and 
Indiana. He had command of the Na- 
tional forces and defeated Gen. John 
Bh. Floyd at Carnifex Ferry September 
10, 1861, and thwarted Lee’s attempts 
to gain a footing in Western Virginia, 
These services were recognized by 
unanimous votes of thanks of the Jeg- 
islatures of Ohio and West Virginia, 
and in May he was ordered to report 
to Gen. Henry W. Halleck, before 
Corittth, and given command cf Gen. 
Fleazar A. Paine’s and Gen. David 
Stanley’s ‘divisions in the Army of the 
Mississippi, With which he participated 
in the siege of Corinth. He succeeded 
Gen. John Pope in the command of 
the Army of the Mississippi, and with 
four brigades fought the battle of Iuka 
on September 19, .where he defeated 
Gen, Sterling Price, after which he re- 
turned to Corinth, where, anticipating 
an attack, he fortified the town, and 
on October 3 and 4 defeated the Con- 
federate army under Gen, Earl Van 
Dorn and Gen. Sterling Price, which 
he pursued for forty miles, when he 
was recalled. On October 25 he was 
sent_to Cincinnati, where he found or- 
ders ewaiting him to supersede Gen. 
Don Carlos Buell, and was made com- 
mander of the Department of the Cum- 
berland, which was to consist of what- 
ever territory south of the Cumberland 
he should wrest from the enemy. 

This command he held from October 
27, 1862, till October 19, 1863. After re- 
organizing his army and‘ providing 
twenty days’ rations at Nashville, he 
advanced on the Confederate forces 
under Gen. Braxton Bragg, on Stone 
River, December 30, 1862. On the fol- 
lowing morning the Confederates at- 
tacked the right wing of the national 
army and drove it back, while the left 
wing engaged the Confederate right. 
Meanwhile Rosecrans was obliged to 
reénforce his right, and personally di- 
rected the reformation of the wing, 
thereby saving it from rout, although 
not without very hard (fighting, in 
which both sides lost. heavily. , Two 
days later the battle was renewed by 
a furious assault on the National lines, 
but afier a sharp contest the enemy 
was driven back with heavy loss. Un- 
willing to engage in a general action, 
the Confederate army retreated to the 
line of Duck River and the Army of 
the Cumberland occupied Murfreesbor- 
ough. This battle was one of the 


bloodiest in the war and resulted in a 


loss of 9511 by the National forces aud 
9236 by the Confederates. As soon as 
Vicksburg was beyond the reach of 
possible succor from Bragg, by a flank 
movement Rosecrans dislodged him 
from his intrenched camps at Shelby- 
vile and Tullahoma, and, in fifteen 
days drove him out of Middle Tennes- 
see. As soon as the railway’ was re- 
paired he occupied Bridgeport and 
Stevenson. From July 7 till August 14 
railway bridges and trestles were re- 
built, the road and rolling stock put 
in order, supplies pushed forward, and 
demonstrations made to conceal the 
point of crossing the Tennessee River. 
From August 14 till September 1 he 
crossed the Cumberland Mountains and 
the Tennessee River, and, threatening 
Bragg’s communications, compelled him 
to withdraw from impregnable Chatta- 
nooga, September 9, and retire behind 
the Chickamauga until Gen, James 
Longstreet’s: arrival with his corps. 
Rosecrans concentrated his forces to 
meet the inevitable combai.- The battle 
was opened on the 19th by an attempt 
to gain possession of the road to Chat- 
tancoga, continued. through the day, 
and resulted in Rosecrans defeating 
the attempt and planting Gen. George 
H. Thomas’s corps, reénforced by Gen. 
Richard W. Johnson’s and Gen. John 
M. Palmer’s divisions, firmly upon that 
road; but during the night Longstrect 


came up and was immediately given 


command of the Confederate left. On 
the following morning the contest was 
renewed by a determined attack on the 
National left and center. At this mo- 
ment, by the misinterpretation of an 
order, Gen. Thomas J..Wood’s division 
was withdrawn, leaving the gep in the 
center, into Which Gen. Longstreet 
pressed ‘his troops, forced Jefferson C. 
Davis's two brigades out of the line, 
and cut off Philip H. Sheridan’s three 
brigades of the right, all of which, after 
a gallant but unsuccessful effort to 
stem this charge, were ordered to re- 
form on the Dry Valley road at the 
first good standing ground in the rear 
of the position they had lost... . 

The tw@ divisions of Horatio P. Van 
Cleve and Davis, going to succor the 
right center, were partly shattered by 
this break, and four or five regiments 
were scattered through the woods, but 


most of the stragglers stopped with 
Sheridan's and Davis's commands. 


The remainder, nearly seven divisions, 
Was unbroken and centinued the fight. 
Gen. George H. Thomas, whose orders 
ihe night before, reiterated a few min- 
utes before this disaster, were to hold 
his position at all hazards, continued to 
fight with seven divisions, while Gen: 
Rosecrans undertook to make such dis- 
positions as would avert disaster in 
case the enemy should turn the position 
by advancing on the Dry Valley road 
and capture the remaining commis- 
Sary stores, then in a valley two or 
three miles to the west. Fortunately, 
this advance was not made, the com- 
missary train was pushed into Chat- 
tanocega, the calvary, ordered down, 
closed the ways behind the National 
right, and Gen. Thomas, after the 
most desperate firhting, drew back at 
night to Roseville in pursuance of or- 
ders from Gen. Rosecrans. On the 22 

the army was concentrated at Chat- 
tanooga. The battle was a victory. to 
the Confederates, but Chattanooga, the 
objective point of the campaign, re- 
mained in the possession of the Na- 
tional forees. The total National loss 
in killed, wounded and missing, was 
16,179; the Confederate loss, 17,804. 

Gem Rosecrans was relieved of. his 
command on October 23, and was as- 
signed to the Department of the Mis- 
souri in January, 1864, with head- 
quarters in St. Louis. 

Operating from St. Louis, Gen. Rose- 
crans conducted the military opera- 
tions that terminated in the defeat and 
expulsion from the State of the invad- 
ing Confederate forees under Gen. 
Price. He was placed on waiting or- 
ders at Cincinnati on December 10, 1864; 
mustered out of the volunteer service 
on January 15, 1866, and resigned from 
the army on March 28, 1867, after hav- 
ing received the brevet of major-gen- 
eral in the regular army for his services 
at the battle of Stone River. 

Later he was offered the Democratic 
nomination for Governor of California, 
but he declined it. He was appointed 
Minister to Mexico in July, 1868, and 
held that office until June, 1869, when 
“he returned to the United States and 
declined the Democratic nomination 
for Governor of Ohio. Subsequently 
he resumed the practice of engineering 
and in. 18:2-"73 was engaged in an ef- 
fort to initiate the construction of a 
Vast system cf narri W-gauge railways 
in Mexico, at the instance of President 
Jaurez. He became president, in 1871, 
of the San José Mining Company, and 
in 1878 of the Safety Powder Company of 
San Francisco. He was also entrusted 
with the charter for an -interoceanic 
railway from the Gulf of Mexico to the 
Pacific, made by the Mexican republic 


under considerations urged by him 
when envoy to Mexico. He memoral- 


ized Congress to cultivate friendly and 
intimate commercial relationa with 
Mexico, and at the instance of English 
and American railwey builders and of 
President Jaurez, he weni that 
country. He hed for fifteen months 
so ably discussed in the newspapers the

Congress to enact the legislation advo- 
cated, and the Governors of six other 
States sent official recommendations to 
the same effect. 

In 1876, Gen. Rosecrans declined the 
Democratic nomination for Congress 
from Nevada. He was elected as a 
Democrat to Cengress from California 
and served from December, 18581, till 
March, i885. In June, 1885’ he was ap- 
pointed Register of the United States 
Treasury, Which office he -held_ till 
April, 1898, when failing health com- 
pelled his giersnation. He came to Cali- 
fornia and spent several months at 
Redondo. Later he established his 
quarters on the 3000-acre rench whicd 
he had purchased a number of years 
before, and situated a few miles south 
of this city on the lire of the Redondo 
Railway. Until his lete illness, he 
spent the time very quietly, occa- 
sionally riding out or sunning dAimself 
on the broad, rambling veranda of his 
dwelling place: 
Notwithstanding his enfeebled con- 
ditiom, Gen. Rosecrans took an active 
interest in the San Pedro Harbor im- 
provement. His earnest communica- 
tions to the government officials, urg- 
ing the matter upon their attention, 
are frésh in the minds of the people of 
Southern California, 

Gen. Rosecrans’s brother, Sylvester 
Horton Rosecrans, was a noted bishop 
in the Roman Catholic church, and 
died in Columbus, O., in 1878. The geh- 
eral’s wife was a daughter of Judge 
Hegeman of New York. She died in 
1883. The only children are Carl Fred- 
erick Rosecrans, Mrs. J.- K. Toole of 
Helena, Mont., and Miss Anna D. Rose- 
crans.- 

Gen. Rosecrans was a member of the 
Military Order of the Loyal Legion, 
the Grand Army of the Republic, the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, 
the American Institute of Mining En- 
gineers, the Society of the Army of 
the Cumherland, the Society of the 
Army of the Potomac and others. He 
was recently elected an honorary mem- 
ber of the Society of the Colonial Wars. 


Owens Held for Felony. 


P. H. Owens was held to answer for 
grand larceny by Justice Morrison yes- 
terday.. Owens is the man who found 
a rope with a Jersey cow attached to 
it. He is alleged to have led the bovine 
about eleven miles into the country, 
where he sold her to a dairyman. Un- 
fortunately for Owens, the deiryman.

O'Shea of Twenty-fourth street, this 
city. The dairyman did not want to be 
placed in the light of receiving stolen 
property, so he notified the police that 
he had the cow, and she was returned 
to her owner.

MISERY AND STARVATION CAN- 
NOT STOP THE CARNIVAL. 


Tinscled Processions~ of the Demi- 
monde—Pawnehops Filled With 
Valubles—Cruelty to Animals. 


SPANISH SOLDIERS SUFFER. 


PRECAUTIONS OBSERVED AGAINST 
THE SPREAD OF SMALLPOX. 


Havana Gossip About the Maine Dis. 
aster—Wounded Soldiers in the 
Hospital—Death of the Polit- 

genl Prisoner Matamoras,

HAVANA, Feb. 1898.—Carnival 
time has come again and the Queen of 
the Antilles is enjoying herself in the 
same old way—all but the suffering 
thousands in hospitals and prisons, the 
naked and hungry in highways and by- 
ways: mothers whose loved ones are in 
the field or among the slain, and the 
many in all grades of society and of- 
ficial position in whose hearts the se- 
cret love of Cuba Libre is burning with 
quenchless flame. 

The gaiety for which Havana has al- 

ways been noted is now more than ever 
accentuated by the dark shades of the 
picture. The unknown hand which 
threw the bomb into a crowded ball- 
room the other night, killing a®few and 
wounding many more, Was probably 
that of some half-crazed “patriot” who 
wished to discourage frivolity In these 
days of tragedy. But all the same, 
masked balls, theaters, bull fights and 
parades are the order of the hour, 
though with far less splendor than for- 
-merly because the people are poorer. 
One of the straws which shows the way 
of the wind is the fact that the pawn 
‘ shops are packed with valuable articles, 
“put up” by impoverished people to 
raise money for the season's festivities, 
while the line of second-hand fans, 
jewelry and ball gowns is unusually 
low. 

Eevery afternoon from my balcony I 
view the carnival parade, which for a 
week takes place between the hours 
of 5 and 7 o'clock. Hundreds of car- 
riages are in the procession, a few of 
them with liveried coachmen and foot- 
men, and blooded horses glittering with 
gold and silver trappings, but the large 
majority are hired hacks, in more or 
less advanced stages of dilapidation. 
Nearly every horse, however, whether 
a high-stepping steed or some poor old 
Rosinante designed to end his days in 
next Sunday's bull fight, has gaily- 
colored ribbons bound above _ his 
eyes and perked out at the ears in 
bows and rosettes of fluttering streant- 
ers. Here goes a splendid span, ~gor- 
geous im gold-plated harness, with 
yards upon yards of pink and yellow 
ribbon intertwined about their heads; 
the coachman in white knee breeches 
and yellow. jacket and hugh bouton- 
niere of pink roses; the ladies in the 
open landeau disguised (purposely not 
too well) in pink gauze dominoes, with 
tall cone-shaped hats on their heads, 
surmounted by roses and ribbons. Close. 
behind jogs an old, lame white horse, 
a really pitiable object, under the lash, 
drawing a dilapidated chaise filled with 
colored people. The dusky madame, in 
gown of yellow satin and white lace 
mantilla, is bedecked with flowers like 
a paschal lamb, and waves her fan with 
languid dignity, while her lean hus- 
band has his hands full to keep the 
trio of ebony youngster on the front 
seat from standing om their heads 
under the carriage wheels. The driver 
of this turn-out—who plainly bears the 
ear-marks of an ex-plantation hand 
from “Ole Virginny,”’ despite his tall 
silk hat and white cotton gloves—lashes 
the poor lame beast incessantely to 
keep its painful hobble up with the 
procession. Nor is he the only brute 
who plies the whip in this carnival of 
leasure; not by an overwhelming ma- 
ority. The sound of blows is continu- 
ally in the air, everywhere and at all 
times in Cuba. Waip! whip! whip! 
Whether the wretched beasts go fast or 
slow. No matter how overworked or 
ready to drop from hunger and fatigue, 
the drivers consider it a part of their 
business to apply the resounding lash 
without cessation. The scene of bar- 
barous cruelty to animals which one 
is continually obliged to witness makes 
one’s heart ache and blight the fairest 
landscape. The local ear,is so accus- 
tomed to the sound of blows that it 
never seems to hear them; even gentle 
women give no heed to the spectacle 
of some poor beast being lashed upon 
a@r>raw and back, or having 
fallen from exhaustion under a too 
heavy load, being kicked and pounded 
by brutes in human form. Oh, for a 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals! If Cuba ever does come 
under the rule of Uncle Samuel and 
such a benificent society is established 
here, it will require years of fines and 
imprisonment, and perhaps a new gen- 
eration or two, to effect much change 
for the better. At present there is no 
use in protesting against any cose of 
cruelty. The law says that a man is 
absolute owner of his beast and may 
kill it by any prolonged torture, if he 
so desires. 

Nowadays the better class of Havana 
people do not join in the carnival fes- 
tivities. A few of the belles and beau- 
ties are out, including all the demi- 
monde, in. decolétte toilets of white 
satin, pink, pale blue, with uncovered 
arms and heads, and matrons in badly- 
fitting gowns and lace mantillas, a 
comparatively small number wearing 
masks and dominoes. There are many 
horsemen in the ‘procession, mostly 
the “young bloods" of the capital, who 
excel as equestrians; and one solitary 
sefiorita in the saddle, in a surprising 
habit of sky-blue satin. The  buil- 
fighters are out, too, in full force and 
astonishing array, with the great Maz- 
zantini—said to be the best toreador in 
the world—at their head. There are 
several carriage loads of them, fresh 
from the bull ring, where every Sun- 
day and every afternoon during the 
carnival week twelve worn-out horses 
and six wild bulls are butchered for 
the amusement of the rabble. The 
picadores and toreadors—all swarthy 
fellows from the south of Spain, with 
their “back hair’ tightly braided over 
wire into a funny little queue, which 
turns up at the end like a pig's tail— 
wear the most exaggerated costumes of 
their kind, yellow satinand scarlet vel- 
vet, lace ruffles and gold braid galore, 
white silk hose, gorgeously embroid- 
‘ered mantles of satin and velvet, and 
numerous jeweled decorations—the re- 
wards of previous acts of cowardice in 
slaughtering defenseless animals in the 
ring. 

Just now the procession was broken 
by a regiment of Spanish soldiers 
straggling through. They are return- 


mt, 


ing from an expedition into the interior’ 


—tired, dusty, footsore and weary: with 
faded and bedraggled uniforms of blue 
denim, and swords rusty with nobody 
knows what innocent blood. The ragk 
and file of the ro¥al army are not to 
be blamed, whatever they do. They 
are compelied to come, and to obey or- 
ders. The conscription laws of Spain 
in her present extremity exempt no 
males between the ages of 15 and 50. 
They are treated like dogs by their su- 
perior officers, hard worked and mis- 


_fense, 


| 


erably fed, beaten with whips and be- 
labored with swords for any petty of- 
Tense, I am told that the Spanish 
heart Is @flams with patriotism; that 
boys barely out of petticoats are wild 
to come to Cuba, or to fight the United 
States for alleged interference; and 
that mothers, who have aready lost 
sons on the battle field and in the hos- 
pitals of this refractory island, are 
eager to give all the rest in defense of 
the honor of Spain. But the soldiers 
themselves do not look it. Undersized, 
undrilled and dispirited, their appear- 
ance is not calculated to strike terror to 
the hearts of any foe. On the con- 
trary, many of them are really pit- 
iable objects. Of the 40,000 Spanish sol- 
diers who are now in the hospitals of 
Cuba, more than half are there from 
Weakness and exhaustion, the result 
of insufficient onurishment. They have 
not been paid for months, and it is im- 
possible to find food for all in this 
overcrowded and impoverished island. 
It is a common spectacle tu see a beg- 
Sar in the uniform of the royal army, 
and often when the starving reconcen- 
trados have received their week's sup- 
ply from the bounty’ of the United 
States, it is taken from them by physi- 
cally stronger, but almost equally hun- 
Sy soldiers. Yet 40,000 new soldiers 
are expected to arrive this week from 
Spain, and preparations are being made 
to receive them with the usual fuss 
and feather. Always when a new regi- 
ment comes the houses of Havana are 
bedecked with flags, bands play, men 
embrace and kiss one another after the 
effusive Spanish fashion, and shouts of 
‘Viva Espafia!" fill theair. The newly- 
arrived officers are wined and dined, 
and each private is presented with a 
Silver dollar. Poor lads! It is the last 
peso they will see for many a day, and 
more ot them will succum! to small- 
pox, yellow fever and calentura. than 
will die on the field of battle—far more 
than will ever see home again. 
There is always more or less yellow 
fever in Havana, but at this time of 
year it is not considered contagious. In 
the Hospital de San Ambrosio, where 
I have gone every day for a week to 
visit the few wounded men or the 
Maine who yet remain here, there Are 
at present only five cases of yellow 
fever in the wards—much below the 
usual percentage, it is said. As to 
smallpox, there is today hardly a case 
of it in the city; yet—‘‘for the protec-: 
tion of the United States,”’ so Says the 
doctor in charge of that branch of 
Uncle Sam's interest—all persons leav- 
ing for that country must be vacci- 
nated four days in advance of depart- 
ure, or exhibit satisfactory marks of 
recent vaccination. Nobody's word for 
It will answer, nor the certificate of 
any reputable physician: each must g0 
to the consulate and expose himse!f or 
herself then and there, or remain in 
Cuba. If that sort of thing is insisted 
on the year around, proper conveni- 
ences should be provided for the vic- 
tims, at least a private room to which 
ladies may retire while taking off their 
basques. The office is a large public 
room on the ground floor, with windows 
open to the street, clerks sitting at 
desks and men constantly coming and 
going, the only attempt at privacy be- 
ing a little screen behind which one 
may ‘partially hide. 7 
Yesterday I went out on the bar in 
a steam yacht, with a party of Cuban 
ladies and gentlemen, to set a near 
view of the wreck of the Maine. Such 
a melancholy heap of old iron as is 
our once beautiful war vessel, with a 
single spar standing upright, on which 
a rapeed American flag floats at half 
mast. There are yet bodies under-- 
neath it, probably fifty or more, and 
the swarm of black vultures, the scav- 
enger-birds of Cuba, which circle 
around it and perch upon every avail- 
able point, offer gruesome suggestions, 
A diver was going down as: we ap- 
proached, after the two officérs who 
are supposed to lie near the strong 
box, and a near-by boat bore several 
coffins, ready to receive any remains 
that might be brought up. It is in- 
conceivable how the big, beautiful war 
vessel could be reduced in the twin- 
Kling of an eye to such a pile of rub- 
bish. The great catastrophe is still 
the talk of the hour in Havana, and 
has greatly intensified the bitter feel- 
ing between the races. Many declare 
with certainty that the Cubans did it 
in order to force the United States 
to make war upon Spain and so. aid 
the cause of Cuba libre; while others 


assert with equal  positiveness ‘hit 
the Spaniards were responsible for 
the disaster with the same.end in 


view, because—since they cannot over- 
come the rebels, they wish to lose the 
island with less dishonor to Spain, 
through being conquered by a stronger 
foreign power. Officers of the Maine 
say that it was not possible for a 
bomb to have been put beneath her, 
large enough to have any effect upon 
that enormous mass of stéel and iron, 
as her keel lay within two feet of the 
mud at the bottom of the harbor. On 
that dreadful night of, the explosion, 
When the air was filled with the 
shrieks of the wounded and groans of 
the dying, some lunatic on the wharf 
raised the cry of “Death to the Amer- 
icans."" There are cranks everywhere, 
and a nation cannot be made respon- 
sible for them. But since then many 
Spaniards have been heard to say ex- 
ultantly that now “the Yankees” have 
no more gunboats than Spain. The 
masses are too ignorant to compre- 
hend the resources of the United 


States, and it is an actual fact that, 


the majority of Spaniards in Cuba 
seriously contemplate going over to 


whip Uncle Samuel as saon as they can 
find time! 

The absence of the Stars and Stripes 
from the grand official funeral has been 
remarked in many quarters. One 
small, inconspicuous American flag 
was all that appeared in the whole 
spectacular affair, but the red and yel- 
low banner of Spain figured largely. 
Surely there were enough American 
flags in Havana, in the Consulate and 
in the houses of American subjects 
resident here, to have at least cov- 
ered the coffins; and if it is true, as 
some believe, that our boys were the 
victims of Spanish hate, to decorate 
their corpses with the red and yellow 
was indeed a travesty. 

On the sad evening of the funeral, a 
party of young Americans went to dine 
at a fashionable restaurant of the city. 
Calling for menus, what was their 
horror and indignation to read among 
other items of the bill of fare, “Pollos 
fritos (fried chicken,) a la Maine’— 
in facetous reference to the burned and 
dying seamen. It is needless to ada 
that the Americans collected and de- 
stroyed all the menus, and would have 
wiped the dirty floor with the pro- 
prietor had he not discreetly kept out 
of the way. 

Washington's birthday did not pass 
altogether unobserved by our wounded 
boys in the San Ambrosio, though one 
of their number died in the early morn- 
ing. Their countrywomen in Cuba 
carried them flowers and grapes, and 
made them as comfortable_and cheer. 
ful as possible. ws 

An hour ago the doctor of the Maine 
brought me the information that an- 


other of the men is dying today— 
George Bolger of New York City. 
When I _ visited him yesterday he 


looked up brightly and talked for a 
moment of his sweetheart and brother. 
to both of whom I have twice written. 
and inquired whether. letters ' might 
not be expected to arrive that day: 
then his mind wandered and he begged 
me to pick the grass out of the foot 
of his bed. I pretended to comply, and 
with a satisfied smile he lapsed into 
unconsciousness. 

Toward evening on the 22d of Feb- 
ruary, I drove out to the Cemetario de 
Christoval Colon, to lay a few flowers 
on the graves of our men, in honor of 
Washington's. birthday. The place 
looks doubly bare and desolate in the 
midst of the monuments of that beau- 
tiful cemetery—merely a great pile of 
freshly-turned gravel, with a few half- 
dug pits at one side for the reception 
of other bodies that may die in the 
hospital or be brought from the sea. 
The negro in charge pointed out the 


exact dimensions of the eight wide 


graves into which the first thirty-two 


coffins were placed. 
Miss Clara Barton, president of the 
American Red Cross Society, has rented 


a beautiful house in the suburb of Ha- 


vana, caljled the Cerro, (the Hill,) and 
is now residing there with her secre- 
tary. It is an immense place— a typli- 
cal Cuban casa, of twenty .rooms, with 
marble floors, fountain and. statuary 
in the patio and a beautiful garden full 
of roses and tall palms. Not -least 
among its beauties is a bath-house in 
the grounds—a sort of Grecan temple, 
circular in form, built up over a poo] 
of clear, cold. water, with marble steps 
leading down into it. It is the design, 
I believe, to convert the place into 
a hospital ,or an orphan asylum for 
deserving reconcentrados. 

Since my visit ‘to Jaruco,’*Miss Barton 
has been there and made a surprising 
change in that wretched place. A 
house has been hired in which to store 
the American food, and from which it 
is to be regularly distributed: and 
above it floats the Stars and Stripes. 
Committees®tave been organized among 
the citizens t\earry on the good work 
systematically ;%and stranger than all, 
an actually clean hospital has been 
inaugurated—a perpetual astonishment 
to the people. One of the woes of this 
part of Cuba is the scarcity of water, 
so many of the wells have been pur- 
posely dried, by one army or the other. 
There is some excuse for the general 
filthiness of the poor when water is not 


lim>s weak from hunger, cannot go 
so far to get it. Of course the Cubans 
attribute the drying of the wells to 
the Spanish army; but the insurgents 
are responsible for as much of it. One 
of Gen. Gomez's precepts is that 
“everything which helps the enemy 
must be destroyed; everything which 
hinders and harrasses him must be ac- 
complished.” 

The political prisoner Matamoras, of 
whom I wrote in the previous letter, 
is dead. I told you how we begged the 
Spanish commandants at Jaruco to 
have the dying man moved into a more 
comfortable cell, and to allow his 
friends from the outside to bring him 
food, and how the officers readily prom- 
ised all we desired. But it did not need 
this incident to demonstrate the value 
of Spanish promises. The only act of 
grace accorded the political prisoner— 
who had been arrested only on suspi- 
cion of being a rebel, and had never 
had any pretence of a trial—was per- 
mission to leave the door of this same 
noisesome cell, from which he was not 
removed, a few inches ajar. Nothing 


else was done to relieve his last mo- 


ments; and after two years of close 
confinement he died of foul air and 
starvation. His last words were: ‘Oh, 
cruelty! Tell the world what these 
Spaniards are doing to my poor peo-

[New York World:] Down on the 
Past Side even the humble organ 
grinders feel the patriotic spirit of the 
times. Many of them have taken out 
the waltzes, two-steps and other pieces 
of music that were always so potent, 
and their places have been filled by 
national airs. 

“Down on the Wabash” is no longer 
heard; ‘‘There’ll Be a Hot Time in the 
Old Town Tonight’ has been laid 
away; “Mr. Johnson” has been turned 
loose, and all the old favorites have 
given way to “Hail, Columbia’ and 
“Yankee Doodle.” 

Wherever the sound of martial, music 
is heard there a crowd quickly gathers. 
No matter how old the organ or how 
badly out of tune the people always 
listen reverently and them applaud at 
the end. Besides, it never fails io bring 
all the hidden nickels and pennies out 
of the corners of pockets. The organist 
smiles grimly and grinds out more 
patriotic fuel. Perhaps none of these 
street demonstrations has been’ so 
marked as one which took place yes- 
terday. A decrepit old man stood just 
outside of the curb listlessly turning 
the crank of a battered organ. School 
was out, and’ squads of children were 
coming down the street. Just then the 
itinerant player struck up ‘The Sitar- 
Spangled Banner.’’ Men, women and 
children stopped short, and in a mo- 
ment the street was blocked. They 
only laughed at the efforts of a lone 
policeman who tried. to make them 
move on. 

“Now, everybody sing the chorus!”’ 
shouted a white-haired man in the 
crowd. 

And how they did sing it, too! Little 
children and grown people stood side 
by side and raised their voices until 
they could be heard three blocks away. 
When it was ended they shouted, threw 
their hats into the air and acted like 
mad. The piece had to be repeated 
four times, and each time there were 
big demonstrations of patriotic fervor.

RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION IS 
| 


The Grand Canyon and Santa Fe 
Will Be Completed by the Sum- 
mer Time.

Railroad Coin Controlled by Science, 
Mining Operations at Globe—A 
New Railway Superintendent, 

* Denth from Loco Weed. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) March 10.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] The limit set 
by the last Legislature for beginning 
construction on all tax-exempted rail- 
roads within the Territory of Arizona 
will expire March 20. Twenty-nine 
notices ‘of intention, aggregating over 
3000 miles of road, were filed with the 
Territorial secretary. Of these roads, 
probably six will comply with the final 
requirements of the act, and have 
ground broken this month. All lines 
that so comply and that shall there- 
after build at the rate of twenty-five 
miles per annum, are to be given tax 
exemption for fifteen years. 

Three of the projected roads are al- 
ready under construction, work having 
been started within the last week. 
One, the most interesting of all to the 
general public, is the Santa Fé and 
Grand Cafion line. Several miles of 
the line are already graded out from 


* Williams, which town, through a sub- 


stantial cash bonus and the posses- 
sion of admitted natural advantages, 
has secured the junction, over the 
claims advanced by its neighbor, 
Flagstaff. The road has also secured 


‘ substantial aid from the Santa Fé, for 
' which it is soon to become a feeder. 


Immediately in control of the enter- 
prise is the Chicago investment firm 
of Lombard, Goode & Co, The road 
will be sixty-five miles in length, over 
a country that is devoid of difficulty 
to a railroad surveyor. It will have 
its terminus at the head of Bright 
Angel trail, one of the scenic points 
on the gorge about twenty miles 
west of the better known Hance 
trail, now reached by stage from 
Flagstaff. It is expected that the road 
will be opened for traffic in timé to 
accommodate the summer _ tourist 
travel. A hotel will be erected at the 
head of the trail in the midst of a 
beautiful pine forest, near the only 
well of water known on the rim of the 
Colorado. 
at Indian Gardens, down in the great 

orge 3000 fe@ét, where a spring spurts 
rom the rock and serves to irrigate 
a little paradise that. knows only 
summer, however deep the snows may 
be above. Trails are being dug to 
make easy the descent of 8000 feet 
from the rim to the muddy Colorado. 
This road will not rely solely, however, 
on the casual and curious tourist. In 
the cafion and on the rim are immense 
copper deposits, mainly owned by the 
Tusayan Development Company, in 
which the railroad promoters are also, 
interested. The mines are the same 
exploited by Mayor William O. O'Neill 
of Prescott. are. 
now being erected at jams. 

At Granite Dells,” #ix miles ‘north of 
Prescott, is a second construction 
camp, where Langdon, Linton & Co., 
the Minneapolis contractors, are start- 
ing work on a branch of the Sdita 
Fé, Prescott and Phoenix Railway. 
Several hundred men are already gath- 
ered, with a prospect for doubling the 
force. The contract calls for the com- 
pletion of the grading within six 
months. Thirty-five miles are to be 
constructed, the heaviest work being 
at the junction point. The terminus of 
the road will be at Mayer, at the 
O’Neill onyx quarries, lately purchased 
by a New York company, headed by 
Congressman Fowler. The route is 
along the eastern edge of the Brad- 
shaw ‘Mountains, among the oldest 
gold and silver mines of Northern 
Arizona. Many of the mines have been 
idle for years, owing to the cost of get- 
ting their ores to the smelter, and 
jower transportation charges are ex- 
pected to result in activity such as has 
never before been known in the Brad- 
shaws. 

The consent of the Apache Indians, 
gathered in formal tribal. council, has 
swept away the last obstacle to the 
construction from Geronimo to Globe of 
the Gila Valley, Globe and Northern 
Railway. For permission granted the 
railroad for passage across the reser- 
vation, the Indians have been guar- 
anteed free transportation on freight 
trains for thirty years, as well as be- 


jng given a tribal bonus of $8000, and 


assurance of damages for all occupied 
land invaded by the railroad’s right- 
of-way. The railroad has already been 
built a distance of seventy miles, from 
Bowie Station on the Southern Pacific 
to Geronimo, and has the same dis- 
tance now to construct before Globe 
is reached. The ownership of the line 


fs thus far vested in William Garland 


of Los Angeles, who is understood to 
represent Southern Pacific principals.

THE BUTTES DAM. 


Florence Has an Agent Working for 
an Appropriation, 


Correspondence. } The citizens of 
Florence are vitally interested in a 
little section of the General Appro- 
priation Bill before Congress, appro- 
priating $20,000 for the necessary sur- 
veys for the Buttes dam on the Gila 
River, twelve miles east of Florence, 
They are so interested that they have 
even sent their local pastor, Rev. C. 
H. Whittemore, to Washington to 
work for the measure. At one time 
the appropriation was dropped in cgm- 
mittee from the bill, but Mr. Whitte- 
more writes that he believes it will 
be favorably reported. 

The storage dam at the Buttes is 
an absolute necessity for this section. 
The Gila is a capricious stream® For 
months it will mot carry a drop. of 
water at Florence, and will then rise 
and remain beyond ford for months. 
This flood water it is proposed to im- 


pound - the Buttes, where nature 
has provided a dam site that has few 
equals, 


The plea that is being made before 
Congress at the present time, how- 
ever, concerns but slightly the vicis- 
situdes of the white farmer, and lays 
‘Stress upon the necessities of his “red 
brother. The Pima tnibe of Indians on 
the Gila, near here, have been agri- 
culturists from times immemorial, 
taking their water for irrigation from 
the Gila. Till the last few years, the 
Indians raise@ millions of pounds of 
wheat per annum. Now, with added 
irrigatton on the Upper Gila, no wa- 
ter comes down the dry river bed to 
the Indian canals, save in times of 
freshets, and even starvation menaces 
the tribe that boasts it has never re- 
ceived subsistence from the govern- 
ment. There are about 6000 of the 
Pimas. To their number, it is argued, 
should be added their tribal cousins, 
the Papagoes, who have for a half- 
dozen years, 
the great drought, been troublesome 
factors on the Mexican border. But 
agriculture must practically cease on 
the Pima reservation, if some sure 
system of water supply be not pro- 
vided. . Vee 

Preliminary surveys have already 
been made by the representatives of 
the hydrographic branch of the 
geological survey, and the flow of the 
river at all stages has been accurately 
measured. The estimated cost of the 
dam, with impounding capacity for 
water for 50,000 acres, in addition to 
all reservation needs, is $2,244,000. 


MINING BY FAITH, « 


Scheme Backed With Coin by the 
; Southern Pacific Railway. 


SOLOMONVILLE (Ariz.,) March 10.— 
[Regular Correspondence.] Inwthe val- 
ley of the Gila. River, east of this 
place and not far from the New Mex- 
ico line, a large party of.workmen has 
been engaged for more than a year in 
boring for coal, Diamond drills are 
used, and dozens of holes 500 feet deep 
have been sunk by exploters. The quest 
is a remarkable one, for at no point 
in the neighborhood is there the slight- 
egt sign of coal outcropping.. 

The Southern Pacific Railway Com- 
pany is bearing the expense of the 
work. The great trunk line is destitute 
‘of coal mines, save at its western ter- 
minus of several quarries of. low-grade 
lignite. So, several years ago, a com- 
mission of scientists was sent forth 
‘to look for a fuel supply at some point 
‘reasonably convenient to the main line. 
The geologists visited and commenced 
the San Carlos coal fields west of Sol- 
omonville, but pronounced them diffi- 
cult of access and hampered as well b 


Whike here, however, the scientists ob- 
served 'the formation of the ground up 
the Gila and declared it geologically cor- 
rect for coal hearing. On 't 
the Southern Pacific has proceéded, and 
is pushing exploration undaunted by 
the uniform lack of success. that has 
thus far attended the drilling. If the 
expected coal is discovered, it can be 
readily placed on the Southern Pacific, 
as a broad-gauge branch line is al- 
ready, constructed to this place. 


Horses Poisoned by a Weed. 

TOMBSTONE (Ariz.,) March 10.— 
[Regular Correspondence.] Loco weed 
is becoming a pest of the worst kind 
throughout Southeastern Arizona. The 
weed has been brought in by catitle im- 
portations from Northern New Mexico 
and appears peculiarly well adapted te 
lacal climatic conditions. Half the 
horses of the Barbacomori and San Pe- 
dro Valley ranges are reported to have 
died within a year from eating the 
weed. The only way to check the nr- 
tality is to take tthe horses from the 
range. There is little sorrow over the 
decrease, however, for the greater num- 
ber of the horses killed were of indif- 
oa quality and of practically no 
value, 


Copper Smelting at Globe. 

GLOBE (Ariz.,) March 10.—[Regular 
Correspondence. ] The 150-ton water 
jacket copper furnace of the United 
Globe Mines Company, blown in last 
week after a year’s idleness at the 
work, was burned out a few days ago 
and the company’s, eighty-ton jacket 
is now the only one at work. More dif- 
ficulty than anticipated has been met 
with in getting coke in from the ter- 
minus of the railroad, and the full ‘ca- 
pacity of the works of the Old Do- 
minion and United ‘Globe companies’ 
plants will hardly be attempted for 
several months. Both properties have 
immense bodies of ore blocked out for, 
dtoping and are ready to supply even 
double the present daily capacity of 
the works. Miners and smelter hands 
are returning to Globe by the hundred, 
and the camp is livelier than fora 
dozen years past. 


The Product of Pearce Camp. 


WILLCOX, ‘(Ariz.,) March 10 [Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] One hundred 
carloads of high grade gold and silver 
ore are now being shipped monthly to 
El Paso by the Commonwealth mine, 
south of this point. This in addition 
to two shipments per month of bullion 
from the company’s small mill. The 
ore shipped is reported to run $80 in 
silver and $20 in gold. 


J. E. PUSEY SENTENCED. 


Gets One Year at Hard Labor in 
Santa Barbara Jail,

Mrs. Wilcox On War and Women. . 


[St. Paul Pioneer Press,] Mrs. Ella 


‘Wheeler Wilcox is a poet about whom 


the sympatheite critic is apt to like 
everything but her poetry. He likes 
her philosophy, which is of a shrewd 
yet generous kind; he finds her charity 
and tolerance attractive; he approves 
the plain good sense she displays when 
writing and talking on practical sub- 
jects.» Indeed, if we know anything 


about the human heart, this latter is}, 


the element which enters most largely 
into her popularity with the (artisti- 
cally) undiscriminating public. It is 
“passion” in her verse—that 
cheap and lurid vein that has made 
her the jest of the paragraphers—which 
sells her books, half so much as it is 
her habit of striking at the roots of 
everyday things. Her rhymed morality 
is frequently platitudinous, but it is 
always sound, and the people like 
soundness. 

So it is with some interest that we 
note some recent remarks of Mrs. Wil- 
cox in an interview on the subject of 
war. 
ington paper she said: 

“T am against the aggressive spirit of 
thes modern woman and deplore her 
tendency to rush in and compete with 
men in all professions and avenues of 
business. The result of this is to ren- 
der men effeminate, and thousands of 
the weaker males have been pushed to 
the *wall liy fhe buStling female who 
sallies out to show that she can earn 
her own living whgther she has to or 
not, and applauds herself for being in- 
Some corrective is needed 
for this condition, and I do not know 
of anything that would be as whole- 
some as war. A war would put the 
masculine woman in the background 
and would once more imbue the ‘men of 
the nation with that virility that they 
seem so much in danger pf losing. A 
nation can go to seed by becoming too 
germe. The vigor of this country must 
not be represented by the encroach- 
ments of women on the domain of fath- 
ers, husbands and brothers, but by 
strong and robust men who are ready 
to do and dare. A war, therefore, 
would bring about a needed reorganiza- 
tion of society.’’ 

One need have no decided opinions on 
the suffrage question or agree with 
Mrs. Wilcox that the nation is rapidly 
becoming effeminate in order to see 
that a war, involving the United States 
would give a somewhat altered aspect 
to the attitude of the woman's rights 
women toward the male sex in this 
country. It would not withdraw women 
from the industrial field nor would it 
tend to lessen their tendency to sgelf- 
support. If anything it would accentu- 
ate these things. But there would bea 
change, and it would be moral rather 
than economic. War would open the 
eyes of women anew to the dividing 
line that nature has drawn between 
the possiblities of life for men and for 
women. If the women of Colorado and 
Wyoming and Utah should have: to 
watch their husbands and sons march 
away toward and beyond a  blood- 
streaked horizon ,themselves able to do 
nothing but sit at home with stifled 
hearts and wait for the next hour’s 
news, would not their recently satisfied 
demands for “equality” seem a kind of 
irony? 

It would be contrary to all knowledge 
of human life to say that women do not 
carry their share, and more than half, 
of the sorrows and terrors of war. Nev- 
ertheless, war, like life; means one 
thing for men and another for women, 
and so it must always be, so long as 
women are women. Mrs. Wilcox’s 
prescription of war as a corrective is 
too severe and implies, besides, 
dition that does not exist. But it 
serves to call attention to a phase of 
public life for women, which, though 
not new, is apt to escape us in piping 
times of peace.

face flow. The measurements, too, 
show that there ought to be an in- 
crease, and the examination of the 


river bed down to bridge No. 5 revealed 
the fact that numerous and continuous 
rivulets run into the river, showing 
that there is an actual natural increase. 
From all these facts, and also that 
the plane of saturation shows a depres- 
sion, witness inferred that the loss in 
the river at that point was owing to 
the draught made upon it by the: infil- 
tration pipes. 

. Witness was examined at consider- 
able length from the cross-section river 
maps, all of which it was testified 
illustrated the fact that at certain 
points the river feeds the water plane 
and others where the saturated mass 
feeds the river. 

INFERENCES FROM MEASURE- 

MENTS. 

Proceeding. to illustrate the action 
of the filtration pipes, Mr. Kochia 
stated that when measurements were 
taken at manhole 2 there was a flow 
of about seventy-three miner’s inches, 
and at manhole 1, just below _ the 
sand blow-off, there was only about 
thirty-seven miner’s inches. On Feb- 
ruary 27, when —= the measurements 
were taken, the waste ditch running 
about 150 inches above the west pipes, 
and the sand blow-off being located be- 
tween the two points of observation, 
the difference of thirty-six miner’s 
inches wast lost by the sand blow-off 
and the filtration pipes gained the 
amount. On March 6, when measure- 
ments were next taken, the sand 
blow-off was shut off, so that the 
thirty-six inches ceased to infiltrate 
into the pipes but the pipes having 
been cleaned out above manhole l, 
and as a consequence of shuting the 
blow-off, the increase in manhole 1 
was less than the increase at manhole 
2, by the taking out of just thirty- 
six inches. 

The seventy-three inches, witness 
continued, came from the surface flow 
of the river, and experiments were 
made to prove this. The water was 
turned out at bridge 11, and a large 
area flooded and the water allowed to 
return by bridge 12. The day before 
this was done, measurements were 
taken, and other measurements again 
were taken two days after the water 
On the latter oc- 
casion the plane of saturation had 
raised a foot or more, thereby show- 
ing the influence of the river on the 
The depth in 
the manholes had increased two-tenths 
of a foot, while before the flood there 
had been an increased flow.

have been covered over, and when this 
entire mass of water finds itself ob- 
structed by the Cahuenga Mountains in 
its downward course, it is pressed up 
to the surface and begins its flow on 
the surface on top of the saturated 
mass. 


~At first a-small-stream, it increases | 


as you go downward. As soon as it 
approaches the obstruction formed by 
the narrowing of the cafion, as well es 
the obstruction, perhaps, from tribu- 
taries from outside watersheds, but 
chiefly to the obstruction offered by the 
narrowing of the cafion, owing to the 
water being forced to the surface, and 
the more pressure the more the river 
increases. Afterward it forms a@ con- 
tinuous stream, which would not. exist 
if the condition of the underground 
reservoir and the underflow was not in 
existence. If the underflow and the 
forcing up of the same—the slowly go- 
ing up of the water from the interstices 
of the earth—did not exist, the Los An- 
geles River would exhaust itself during 
the winter and spring months, and dur- 
ing the summer months there would be 
no river.’’ 

The witness proceeded to explain 
that, in his opinion, the most marked 
underground channels follow the storm 
water surface channels, as indicated on 
the chart, the underflow being most 
clearly shown from the Tejunga wash 
to the Pomeroy and MHookér tract. 
The storm water bringing down bould- 
ers and dedritis was a potent factor 
in raising the San Fernando Valley, #s 
the river changed its bed. The velocity 
of the underflow is then greater on ac- 
count of the more open material, for 
the annual direction of the old river 
beds, as shown in the Pirtle cut, the 
underflow follows the coarser material, 
and it approximately follows the sur- 
face channel. 

Being again examined as to the di- 
rect action of the infiltration pipes, 
witness stated that the surface flow of 
the river is as much a part and parcel 
of the saturated mass, as the saturated 
mass is a part and necessary to the 
Sustenance of the surface flow.

HOW THE PIPES WERE LAID. 

Engineer Fred Waton was then re- 
called and explained how the. infiltra- 
tion pipes were first laid. He stated 


that a wide cut was made, the lower 


sides of which were supported by 
boards, and in that condition they were 
left for.a year or two. The sets of pipes 
were then laid at the bottom of these 
cuts or trenches, loosely jointed to- 
gether, and the cut filled in with broken 
stone or shale to prevent the sand pen- 
etrating into the pipes. The diameter 
sizes of the pipes ranged from twenty 
inches down to twelve inches. While 
witness was superintendent of the Los 
Angeles Water Company he visited the 
water system sometimes every day, 
and never less than once a week. At 
that time there were no underground 
conduits, and cjnsequently the un- 
derflow was undisturbed. 

Mr. Eaton proceeded to state that 
from its point of rise on the Encino 
ranch for the first ten miles or so the 
stream accumulates about 500 to 600 
inches of water. Att the first measuring 
point shown on the map an increase of 
about 500 inches is noted in the surface 
flow, where the Tejunga comes in. From 
there up to the bridge crossing the Ca- 
huenga Pass and bridge there is an in- 
crease of about 2800 inches. river 
being fed from the San Fernando water 
shed at the point indicated, ‘the Ca- 
huenga hills offer an obstruction,-: di- 
rects its course and tends to throw the 
water out of the underground basin, 

Mr. Eaton was examined further as 
to the underground velocities of the 
river, but the adjourning hour inter- 
rupted this phase of his testimony, 
which will- be resumed (‘this morning.

On the way down from the State’s 
prison, Barthleman talked a great deal 
with the officer in charge, discussing 
the murder without reserve. He ex- 
pressed penitence for his crime. 

On the night of November 3, 1896, 
Barthieman shot in cold blood his 
youn? wife, who had secured a divorce 
from him a few weeks before, on the 


ground of cruelty. The cenowens morn-

Immediately after 
her marriage with Bunger she began 
to assert and administer the offices of 
head of the family. 

While he may not be as sprightly and 
vigorous as he once was (he is now 71,) 
Bunger is still a robust man for his 
age, and resents the idea of being dom- 
inated by a woman, especially when 
that woman is Mrs. Bunger. He said 
he didn’t mind her carrying the purse 
and managing the business affairs so 
much, but he drew the line and thought 
it was time to call a halt when she 
tried to direct his personal habits. 
When Mrs. Bunger found herself 
crossed. she proceeded to make it so 
warm for her venerable husband that 
he decided the best thing for him to 
do was to get up and get out. 

He brought his cow in from the pas- 
ture and, after piling a few of his be- 
longings into his rickety old buggy, 
was about to drive away, when he 
found that his amiable wife had re- 
moved one of the nuts from the axle, 
leaving the buggy useless. He was not 
to be baffled. by the woman, however, 
and selecting such things as he could 
pack on his back, the fugitive hus- 
band set forth, leading his cow and 
horse behind. 

Not far away he deposited his goods 
in a vacant house and arranged them 
for keeping bachelor’s hall, happy in 
this new and exhilarating freedom. But 
his wife was not satisfied to allow him 
to remain long in the peace and con- 
tentment of his quiet surroundings.

LOATH TO LEAVE.

_ REFUSES TO EAT. 


A Prisoner Adopts a Novel Means of 
Committing Suicide. 

A prisoner in the County Jail by 
the name of Fred Hoffman has taken 
a notion of committing suicide by the 
somewhat novel means of starving 
himself to death. He has gone four 
Gays now without tasting food. 

Hoffman was arrested a week ago on 
a charge of beating his wife. He was 
arraigned before Justice Young, and 
his trial set for today. In default of 
bail he was committed to the County 
Jail. Last Monday he becatne mor- 
bid and sulky, and refused his food. 
Since then when his meals are taken 
to him he always shakes his head and’ 
refuses to partake of anything. He 
has nothing to say, and will not an- 
swer questions when he is asked the 
reason of his strange conduct. 

Yesterday Jafler Kenney decided 
that Hoffman must be insane, and 
had a complaint lodged against him. 
He will be examined today, and may 
be committed to Highland. It is said 
that Hoffman was once befvure con- 
fined for a short time in the insane 
asylum at Napa. 


SOMEBODY BLUNDERED. 
Mrs. Tredinneck is Still Anxious to/ 


Prosecute Frank Darling. 

Evidently someone made a mistake 
last Wednesday when it was reported 
to Judge Smith that the complaining 
witness against Frank Darling, await- 
ing trial on a charge of rape, had come 
to an understanding with ‘the defend- 
ant, and that he was to marry the girl 
whom he is charged with having out- 
raged. Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams made 
the statement to the court, and his in- 
formation was based upon what had 
been told him by Darling's attorney, Z. 
G. Peck. Onthe strength of this state- 
ment Judge Smith continued ‘the trial 
until April 6, and reduced Darling’s 
bail to $1000 in order that he might 
get the affair straightened up, when 
the case could be dismissed.

She said that a 
settlement of the case by marriage had 
never been hinted at to her, and that 
if it had been she would not have lis- 
tened to it. She is anxious to prosecute 
Darling and would not under any con- 
sideration permit her daughter to be 
married to him. As the case had been 
continued there was nothing to do but 
to go back to Colton and wait until 
the date of the trial again arrives, when 
it is safe to say that Mrs. Tredinneck 
will be on hand with her witnesses. 
Mr. Williams said yesterday that 
when he asked for a continuance of 
the.case he was acting entirely upon 
the information furnished him by At- 
torney Peck, who, he believed, would 
not purposely misinterpret the matter. 
Mr. Peck, when asked about the mat- 
ter, said that he had written to a 
friend of his at Colton asking him to 
present Darling’s proposition to marry 
Eva Tredinneck to the girl’s mother. 
This person, he said, wrote back that 
the proposition for such a settlement 
of the case was satisfactory to Mrs.

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SHE PLAYED TO WIN. 


HOW J.C. BELL WAS HARASSED 
INTO A REMARRIAGE, 


His Ex-Wife Determined to Have 
His Money if She Had to Kill 


. Mister, can I get married?” 


‘Him or “Stand on Her Head to 
Get It” 


In 1896 John C. Bell departed this 


life, and since that time his affairs 


have been in the probate court, and 
even now there is apparently no very 
immediate probability of their being 
‘wound up. 

But after all there is nothing very 
extraordinary about that, and interest 
only .attaches because of a.motion to 
retax costs in the case of Beverly L. 
Hodghead of San Francisco against 
Elizabeth Bell, who is the widow of 
the late John C. Bell, which case pre- 
sents some very extraordinary ‘fea- 
tures. So peculiar, indeed, are some 


of the facts in connection “with the 
case that Judge Allen remarked’ from: 
the bench that no such case had ever: 
come under his notice before in - all 


of his practice. 

It appeared that Beverly L. ode: 
head was an attorney residing and 
practicing in San -Francisco, and: in 
September, 1895, Mrs. Bell, who had 
been divorced from her husband, en- 
tered into a written. contract with 
bim. She claimed from. her. ex-hus- 


band, under a decree of alimony, the

as Mrs. Bell’s attorney for 30 per cent. 
of all he could get. Negotiations were 


opened, but in April, 1896, Mrs. Bell 


determined to come to Los - Angeles 
and begin an active campaign against 
her whilom husband for the money 
phe claimed. 

Old man Bell was not in good health,. 
but in response to the’ solicitations of 
his old-time spouse, he proposed that 
if she would remarry him, he would 


“destroy the will he had made, in which 


she had been ignored, and make an- 
other one in which he would leave his 
wife half of the estate. Mrs. Bell 
didn’t want to marry Bell again, but 
she did want his estate. How to get 
the one without submitting to the 
other was the knotty problem she had 
to solve. And the lady made a brave 
stagger. at solving it, too. She was 


installed, in the Bell home and. was 


ostensibly looking after the old man. 
How carefully she did this may _be 
inferred’ from the following extract 
from’ a letter sent by her about’-this 
time a4 her attorney in San Francisco. 

“He is not well today,” she 


writes, * “and is hard to manage. My: 


son-in-law, George Becht, called. on 
Monday to see Bell, and; fortunately, I 
had him out driving. We do not allow 


any one-to see him alone for a mo- 


‘ment—that gives him no chance to sign 
‘Any papers for any one, and when I 
have to leave him a moment, I lock 
him in the room. If I have to resort to 
the contract marriage to get anything 
out of him, I'll make him so sick he 
will never know he had a wife in the 
past or present.” 

In facetious vein this snappy-tongued 
lady added,as a postscript: ‘Please, 
She an- 
ewered the query herself later on, 

In the correspondence that ensued 
between Mrs. Bell and Attorney Hodg- 
head the plan devised by which old Bell 
was to be mulcted of his money was 


‘plainly unfolded. The lady was frank- 


ness itself in her communications, Un- 
der date of April 27, 1896, she alluded 
to a restraining order which had been 
sued out unbeknown to Bell, and said 
she had withheld it to see if she 
-couldn’t get Bell to deed her some 
property, or give her a check for a 
certain sum before bringing pressure 


to bear upon him. She expressed her |, 
belief that,she could. net accomplish |- 


her desire, but vowed she “would. not 
let up on him.” 

“I would.far rather fight him on the, 
suit,” so the letter runs, “than any- 
thing else, but do please try and make 
it as strong @ case as you can, for if 
he does not die soon I think I’ll have to 
kill him. Bell is up and around 
again, but not so well today; his mind 
at times is a blank, and then he rallys. 
from it. If there -is any way you can 
tie him tighter, for God’s sake do it.” 

The suit alluded to, and the restrain- 
ing order were represented to Bell to 
-be altogether apart from his ex-wife. 
It was a case of having set the law in 
motion, and she being powerless to 
etop it. 

On May 7, Mrs. Bell wrote to her 
attorney in some triumph that her 
husband had signed her statement of 
account, but that not being witnessed 
she was going to get him to sign an- 
other, although, as she said, any one 
could swear to his signature. As the. 
next step she announced that she was 
going to try to get hold of the Bur- 
bank Ranch, or anything else the old 
‘man would yield up. “It takes time 
to work him,” she wrote, “‘but-I think 
I’l] manage it, ”’ naivelyadding: ‘‘Should 
I get a deed to any property, should 
I have it drawn up as so much on 
account of my estate, or take it clear 
and fight for my estate afterward?” 

In a postscript—this business-like 


woman, wWno had such an eye for the 


main chance was true to the feminine 
instinct of invariably. adding a post- 
script—she added that she would surely 
“accomplish something if she had to.

Bell had some whisky certifi- 
cates which she wanted, and she was 
much exercised in mind whether cr 
not, if he refused to give them to her, 
she could steal them and then swear 
that he had given them to her. When 
she asked this !atter question of her 
attorney, she added that Bell was 
very poorly, and if he had a stroke 
at any moment she would not be sur- 
prised, but that if it should be neces-

death,) she gave full data.as to what 
banks carried his account, and in what 
safe deposit he kept his securities. 
On May 16 Mrs. Bell wrote that her 
husband had consented to deed the Bur- 
bank ranch and a place on East Fourth 
street, but had backed down.

Mr. Washburn, the receiver of the de- 
funct Bankers’ Alliance Insurance As- 
sociation of this city, has mailed a 
circular to policy-holders, in which he 
disapproves of the project to transfer 
the business of the Alliartice to the Chi- 
oeago Guarantee Fund Life Society, 
and recommends such, transferrence 
to the Mutual Reserve Fund Life As- 
sociation of New York. 

The Mutual Reserve is the 
insurance association in the 
conducted on the mutual plan, and 
has been’ generally understood to 
represent the best and most success- 
ful features of that form of insurance, 
The sworn statement made by the 
company to the Insurance Commis- 
sioner of the State of New York, for 
the year 1899. showed:

It appears that everything is by no 
means altogether lovely in the affairs 
of this large mutual insurance asso- 
ciation. In the Pittsburgh Leader of 
February 15 anpeared a report of a 
meeting of dissatisfied policy-holders 
of the Mutual Reserve, to the number 
of about sixty, who met for the pur- 
pose of taking steps toward protecting 
themselves against increased assess- 


ments. Rev. Cc. Pershing, ex- 
president of the Pittsburgh Female 
College, presided at the meeting. Mr. 


Trauerman, an attorney who will rep- 
resent several of the policy-holders in 
their fight against the Mutual Re- 
* serve, gave a statement to the Leader, 
in which he makes some .serious 
charges against the company. He 
states that in the call for February 1, 
1898, an increased assessment was 
made. averaging from 30eto 100 per 
cent.: that the officers have used ‘for 
expenses a part of the death claim 
-fund: that the assessment rate at the 
age of 80 is now fixed at a figure about 
twenty times as high as a rate at 25; 
that the company includes among its 
assets, “continued mortuary assess- 
ments,” which are utterly worthless as 
assets, as has been shown in the case 
of other mutual associations which 
have failed: that the actual assets of 
the Mutual Reserve are decreasing 
year by year, and the actual liabili- 
ties are increasing. Mr. Trauerman 
closes his statement as follows: 

“Thus much as to the facts; now as 
to the remedy. Since the New York 
courts have held that no individual pol- 
icy-holder or number of policy-holders 
collectively could obtain any redress 
in an assessment company. I suggest 
that the policy-holders of Pittsburgh 
appoint a committee to call upon the 
insurance commissioner and Attorney- 
General of the State of Pennsylvania, 
and have these officials respectively call 
upon the Insurance Commissioner and 
Attorney-General of the State of New 
York, and have all other insurance de- 
partments of the various States request 
the insurance departments of the State 
of New York and the New York insur- 
ance department take in hand the af- 
fairs of that company, and if it should 
become necessary, wind it up, and 
thus save its members what assets may 
mow be in its hands. And if it should 
prove that such forcible means are not 
necessary, then learn and determine if 
the exorbitant assessments now made 
are Warranted, and should, in fairness, 
justice and equity, be collected.” 

In the Interview, an insurance 
paper published in New York on behalf 
of the old line assessment companies, 
which journal appears to make a spe- 
Cialty of denouncing the Mutual Re- 
serve, embellishing its columns with 
several cartoons on the subject, the 
charge is made that the president of 
the company stated that which is not 
true when he declared that “from its 
organization it has paid every death 
claim promptly and infull.”” The Inter- 
view makes a_ detailed statement of 
twelve claims against the company 
which were “scaled” from 25 to 96 per 
cent. 

These Statements and oaharges are 
certainly sufficiently serious to make 
necessary an explanation on part of 
those who are urging the transfer of 
policies from the Bankers’ Alliance to 
the Mutual Reserve. Association.

Dun’s Weekly Review. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


NEW YORK, March 11.—R. G. Dun. & Co.’s 
weekly review of business shows no restric- 
tion or hindrance, but some have been rapidly 
gaining for the past week and month. The 
railways are gaining, even while speculators 
ure serling their stocks, and the demand for 
products of all the great industries is in- 
creasing. More gold is coming from Europe 
than is needed, $10,868,000 having been ordered 
during the past week, and money -markets are 
nowhere alarmed or stringent, though reas- 
onably more cautious. The country rests as- 
sured that its industries, almost all of its 
business, the foreign demand for its products 
especially, and all its resources are beyond 
the reach of any foreign power, and that its 
honor and foreign interests are in safe 
hands. The greatest of all industries is send- 
ing grain forward as if there were no limit 
to the supply. Wheat exports have been 
4.171,497 bushels, flour included, aginst 1,26s,- 
171 bushels last year from Atlantic and Pa- 
cific ports, and for two weexs 7,462,730 bu hels, 
against 3,016,748 bushels last year. Experts 
of corn, in spite of a smaller yield, have been 
7,706,494 bushels in two weeks, against 
9,336,699 last year, when they surpassed all 
records; wheat declinéd 214c; but corn did not 
change during the week. Cotton declined an 
eighth, selling of fertilizers indicating less 
reduction of acreage this year than was ex- 
pected. Exports of principal products in Feb- 
ruaty were $61,434,091 in value, with ~ ‘in- 
crease Over last year of about 50 per cent. 
in breadstuff; on cotton 25, and 25 per cent. 
in the aggregate. The weekly output of pig 
iron was 228,280 February 1, but 330,128 
March 1, and the interests of unsold stocks in 
February was only 5800 tons weekly, leaving 
225,982 tons weekly for export or consump- 
2. against 218,457 in January apd 215,249 in 
November, 1895, the month of greatest con- 
sumption before this year. For four months 
preduction has gained a little, but consump- 
tien still more, and if preparations for war 
last only a few weeks they will add much 
to the demand. Other consumption for rail- 
road cars, for vessels on the Klondike, or ele- 
vators and oil-pipe lines, for agricultural im- 
plement works, and for sheets is beyond 
precedent, and structural and rail works are 
crowded with orders, though now receiving 
few. tron bar works are depressing prices 
because some are not fully employed, while 
steel-bar mills at Milwaukee have to put on 
three eight-hour turns daily, to keep up with 
orders. Prices are very strong, except for 
wire nails, which dropped because the great 
wire combination fell through, though the 
smaller agreement is expected, and in some 
western dispatches is said to have been 
formed. The minor metals are generally 
strong in demand, a sale of 4,00,000 pounds of 
copper being reported at 12c, though the usual 
quotation is 11.87, and the product last year 
was 305,201 tons, against 219.970 consumed in 
this country. Tin is strong at 14.25 and 
spelter at 4.20, but lead is. weaker at 3.7714. 
and tin plates at 2.85 for the best, against 
4.00 for foreign. Sales of wool for this week 
have been the smallest since the week of 
greatest alarm in August, 1896, but not be- 
cause any mills have stopped work. Cancel-

THE CITY TRUSTEES HOLD AN AD- 
JOURNED MEETING. 

City Attorney Instructed to Prepare 

Ordinances Granting California 
: Cycleway and SanGabriel Power 
‘ . Company Franchises — Throop 
Clab Organizes. 


PASADENA, , March 11.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The adjourned meeting of the 
City Trustees was held this afternoon, with 
all members in attendance. The certificates 
of nominations by the Republican convention 
were filed with the board acting as election 
commissioners, by Chairman Gibbs and Sec- 
retaries Davis and McCartney. 

The principal business of the afternoon was 
a discussicn of the franchises now asked of 
the board, one for a cycleway to enter the 
city of a viaduct and the other the San 
Gabriel Power Company to come into the 
boundaries of the city with electrical power 
for lighting, heating and power. Rive 

The application of the California Cycleway 
Company was first taken up and President 
Debbins was asked several questions con- 
cerning the meaning of the words in his ap- 
plication, ‘‘motor-cycle,’’ as to whether that 
meant a heavy coach or small bicycles and 
tricycles run by means of a motor. It 
was stated that it would be detrimental to 
the cycle path to use it for heavy carriages, 
and what was meant was light conveyances 
run by moter. 

Mr. Dobbins stated that he had thus far 
expended between thirty and thirty-five thou- 
sand dollars, and not a post had been put in 
the ground; that he was all ready to proceed 
with the work as soon as the franchise was 
granted. Walter R. E. Ward appeared with 
a protest against the proposed cycleway com- 
ing up through the alley in the rear of Ray- 
mond and Fair Oaks avenues, holding that 
there was not an alley in the rear of the 
Julia Ward homestead tract;. that it was 
private preperty, and had never been recorded 
as an alley. The City Engineer’s maps show 
it as an aliey. It was stated that the mat- 
ter was one which could be settled between 
the cycleway company and the owners of the 
property, but to preyent the fifteen-foot strip 
going down to posterity as an alley it was 
necessary at this time to enter a protest. 

President Dobbins granted the board si 
eral concessions asked for, agreeing to place 
the poles at.a specified distance apart in 
certain sections, and to so arrange the head- 
house that there could not be any coasting 
from the path to the street, The City~Attor- 
ney was instructed to prepare an ordinance 
granting the franchise not to exceed twenty- 
five years, and when that is prepared, it was 
Imadlied that the franchise would be granted. 

The request cf the San Gabriel Electric 
Company for a franchise was discussed, and 
the City Attorney was instructed to prepare 
an ordinance similar to the one for the cycle- 
way company. Both of these franchises will 
probably be granted on Monday at the reg- 
ular meeting of the Trustees. 

In the cycleway franchise the City Attorney 
was instructed to insert a clause that in 
the event of the city taking the land north 
of Glendale street'for park purposes, the cy- 
cleway company should place their tracks be- 
low the surface of the park, and at the paths 
erect suitable rustic bridges. This was agreed 
to by the president of the cycleway company. 

SOUTH PASADENA POLITICS. 

South Pasadena is emulating the example of 
her big sister. over politics. The split in 
South Pasadena seems to be that one faction 
want to elect men to office who are pro- 
gressive, while the other’ side favors the 
“‘mossbacks,’’ and to settle the supremacy of 
the two parties a mass meeting has been 
called for tomorrow evening in Graham's Hall 
in South Pasadena, where both sides will be 
presented. 

The nonprogressive clement has placarded 
the town, calling upon the voters to see that 
Only men are elected who qut down expenses 
at least 25 per cent. Inasmuch as’ the 
City Attorney now gets the munificent 
Salary of $0 per month; the City Clerk $20 
per month, and the City Marshal $100 a year. 
_the progressive clement think it extremely 
doubtful if first-class men can be secured if 
the salaries are cut 25 per cent. 

That the meeting will be a lively one there 
is no doubt. The progressive element have 
a very kindly feeling toward annexation with 
Pesadena proper, but the others say nay in 
no very uncertain voice. The prospects of 
two tickets in the field are good, and there 
will be few voters in South Pasadena tomor- 
row night whose address during the evening 
will be other than Graham's Hall.

Daggett, H. R. Hertel and James H. Adams 
was appointed to draft a constitution, and 
they reported one in which the mangement of 
the club was left to seven members, to be 
known as a board of managers.

SAN DIEGO, March 1l.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Half an inch of rain has failen 
in this city during the | 


past twenty-four 
hours, and it has come down so gently .that

One Point on Which the Western 
Roads Have Agreed,

CHICAGO, March 11.—All of the 
western roads have agreed to run 
homeseekers’ excursions to all. points 
in the West and Northwest, March 
15 and April 5 and 19. The rate for 
the excursions will be one fare for 
the round trip, plus $2. 

A meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Western Passenger Asso- 
ciation was held today to-consider the 
regulation of rates from Lower Mis- 
souri River points to Montana, Wyom- 
ing and North Pacific Coast points 
via St. Paul.

The difficulty is to 
equalize rates by this route with those 
through the nearest Missouri River 
gateways in such a way that roads 
whose only gateway is through St. 
Paul will not be given an undue ad- 
vantage over the direct lines, and at 
the same time not furnish any facili- 
ties for making a scalp by the use’ 
of the tickets locally.
